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TUCKASEIGEE  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  CONSTITUTION 
.    AND  BY-LAWS  .      .  . 

(Revised  Augrust  13,  1954) 

ARTICLE  I.— The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tis';  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony, 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  A^ssociation  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have 
been  previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and 
four  members  from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof 
shall  compose  the  representation  of  each  church.  (3')  The  asscoiation 
shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  members.  (4)  any  church  applying  to 
the  association  for  membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  one  year  for  obersvation. 
At  the  expiration  of  that  time  it  it  still  their  will  tehy  may  be  voted 
in  by  majority  vote  of  he  association  provided  they  have  an  accept- 
letter  and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  moder- 
ator, vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sun- 
day School  superintendent.  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  superintendent.  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  Presi- 
dent of  Deacon's  organization,  Brotherhood  President,  and  superin- 
tendent of  education,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers 
of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession,  with  the 
exception  of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association,  whb  may  be 
re-elected  to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Association.  The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees  of 
the  As.s'ociation  shall  be  for  not  more  than  twO'  years.  No  committee 
member  may  succeed  himself  until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed 
after  his  official  term  has  expired.  No  member  of  the  Association 
may  be  permitted  to  hold  membership  in  more  than  one  committee 
during  one  year,  except  in  the  case  of  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  VII.  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order 
of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the 
moderator.  (2)  He  shall  appoint  all  committees  pertinent  to  the 
operation  of  the  body.  (3)  The  vice  moderator  shall  assist  the 
moderator  and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacitation  of  the  mod- 
erator he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  otherwise  provided  for.  (4)  The 
clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  transactions 
and  reports  given  in  the  association  in  regular  or  called  meetings 
and  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  containing  the  records  made.  (5) 
The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association, 
blanks  for  uhe  preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are 
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received  from  the  state  convention  office.  (6)  The  treasurer  shall 
receive  and  disburse  by  the  order  of  the  executive  committee  the 
money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a  complete  report  to  the  association 
at  each  session.  (7)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep 
the  records  of  the  association  up  to  date.  (8)  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the  function  of  their  office  pertinent 
to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of 
the  Deacon's  Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superinten- 
dent of  Education,  Associational  Missionary  and  the  Pastor  and  one 
member  from  each  church  in  the  Association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue 
of  his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Promotion  Committee,  from  representing  the  church  or 
churches  he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association.  Twelve  of  these 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee 
to  act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is 
not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session 
of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  unorthoaox  in  dotcrine, 
or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself  either  by 
messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  without  sufficient 
reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  support  of 
the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of  this  associ- 
ation in  particullar  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary 
body.  Any  church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the  associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  commit- 
tees as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work 
of  the  Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  committees  to  be 
nominated  annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  other- 
wise determined  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must 
be  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 

BY-LAWS 

L  All  vacancies  in  the  elective  officers  and  in  the  Promotion  Com- 
mittee shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
nated by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of 
each  quarter.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on.  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two 
weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
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present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  com- 
mittee on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 
5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association: 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan 
the  annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee 
is  to  bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of 
the  personnel  of  the  standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Committee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare  for 
recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association  the 
budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suit- 
able resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such 
candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call 
and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommendations 
as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member  about 
his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the  proper  ser- 
vices of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.  The  Exe- 
cutive Com.mittee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the  work  of 
the  committee.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is 
urged  to  consult  with  the  com-m.ittee. 

6.  Nominating  Com.mittee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have 
this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New 
Churches: 

This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
)Such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit  a  written 
report  of  same  to  the  association  or  Executive  committee  and 
grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate  of  commendation 
which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter  of  the  church 
to  the  association.  This  com.mittee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association. 
Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  chairman  of 
the  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  committee  on  committees.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

In  general  terms,  the  Baptist  program  of  Christian  education  in- 
cludes the  teaching  ministry  of  the  Christian  home,  the  local  church 
and  its  own  programs,  Baptist  schools  and  colleges  supported  by  the 
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Convention,  and  cur  Southwide  seminaries. 

For  our  local  consideration,  I  shall  report  briefly  on  the  Baptist 
colleges  in  our  state,  and  the  Baptist  Student  Union  at  Western  Caro- 
lina College  within  our  own  Association. 

Seven  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina  had  a  total  enrollment  of 
5,921  students  last  year,  and  have  already  accepted  more  than  this 
number  for  the  coming  school  term.  These  colleges— Wake  Forest, 
Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner-Webb,  Campbell,  Wjingate  and  Chowan 
—are  now  engaged  in  expanding  plant  facilities,  and  are  striving  al- 
v/ays  to  progress  in  the  depth  of  spiritual  and  doctrinal  training 
offered  rhe  students. 

At  Western  Carolina  College,  more  than  half  the  students  are 
either  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  or  of  Baptist  preference.  The 
Baptist  Student  Union  is  one  of  the  most  active  groups  on  the  campus. 

In  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges,  750  students  are  enrolled  as 
mission  and  min^terial  volunteers,  with  450  of  them  traninig  for 
the  ministry.  In  addition  to  this  12%  of  enrollment,  hundreds  of 
others  are  training  to  become  ministers  of  music,  directors  of  religious 
education  and  church  secretaries.  It  seems  likely  that  about  20%  of 
the  students  enrolled  in  Baptist  colleges  in  this  state  are  training  for 
some  full-time  church  vocation. 

These  statistics  do  not  tell  the  v/hole  story.  We  should  consider  the 
fact  that  other  graduates  of  our  Baptist  colleges  enter  the  professions 
of  law,  medicine,  business,  teaching,  and  other  fields.  Therefore,  we 
can  expect  that  a  great  number  of  them  are  bearing  Christian  witness 
throughout  the  whole  fibre  of  our  society.

REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Co-operative  Program  of  Southern  Baptist  is  a  simple  but 
highly  successful  plan  whereby  each  individual  giver  and  each  church 
is  able  to  share  in  all  phases  of  our  denominational  work,  in  carrying 
out  the  great  commission  given  by  our  Saviour  when  He  said,  "Go 
Ye  into  all  the  world  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you,  and  lo,  I 
am  with  you  unto  the  end  of  the  ages."  It  is  a  plan  whereby  every 
agency  sponsored  and  directed  by  both  the  State  Convention  and 
Southern  Convention  may  share  in  its  operation. 

It  is  well  stated  that  the  ''Sun  never  sets  upon  the  operation  of  the 
Cooperative  program!  It  is  so  easy  to  work  it.  All  money  from  our 
local  churches  received  for  denomination  causes,  such  as  Missions, 
Christian  Education,  Hospitals,  Orphanage  and  so  on,  is  sent  to  our 
convention  treasurer  in  Raleigh.    It  is  divided  according  to  budget 
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plan  and  65.4  of  the  dollar  is  kept  for  state  supported  objects  the 
ether  34.6  is  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  is  redistributed  from  there,  to  preach  the 
gospel  around  the  world. 

In  1954  our  association  gave  $2704  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram 14  churches  reporting  gifts.  In  1955  25  churches  gave  $3444  a 
gain  of  11  churches  and  740  dollars. 

Of  course  we  are  proud  of  this  gain,  but  every  one  of  our  churches 
should  make  gifts  to  these  worthy  objects.  Let  each  pastor  strive 
Jiarder  to  lead  his  church  to  give  next  year  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  have  a  part  in  world  wide  causes.

.      REPORT  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY  LAWS 

We  recommend  that  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Tucka- 
seigee  Baptist  Association  be  amended  as  follows: 
I.  Article  VI  as  now  printed  be  made  section  A  of  Article  VI. 
IT.  The  following  be  made  Section  B  of  Article  VI: 

The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
not  exceed  two  years  in  succession,  with  the  exception  of  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Association,  who  may  be  re-elected  to  succeed 
themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Association.  The  term  of 
office  for  all  mem.bers  of  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  for 
no  more  than  two  years.  No  committee  member  may  succeed  himself 
until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after  his  official  term  has  expired. 
No  member  of  the  Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  membership 
in  more  than  one  Committee  during  one  year,  except  in  the  case  of 
the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

III.  Article  X  be  changed  to  read: 

The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Moderator, 
Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Super- 
intendent, Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  the  Deacon's 
Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation, Associational  Missionary  and  the  Pastor  and  one  member  from 
each  church  in  the  Association.  No  Pastor,  by  virtue  of  his  being 
an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of  the 
Promotion  Committee,  from  representing  the  Church  or  Churches  he 
may  be  serving  in  the  Association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

IV.  Article  XI  be  changed  to  read  Promotion  Committee  rather  than 
Executive  Committee. 

V  By-laws  1  and  2  be  changed  to  read  Promotion  Committee  rather 
than  Executive  Committee.

REPORT 

OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  AGING 
ASSOCIATION  YEAR  1956 

The  Homes  are  in  their  sixth,  and  greatest  year  of  operation. 

Construction  of  the  Administration  and  Dormitory  Building  began 
in  February.  It  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  ready 
for  occupancy  by  February  1,  1957. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  this  new- 
building,  which,  when  completed  and  equipped,  will  add  one-half 
million  dollars  to  the  total  value  of  the  Homes.  What  is  more  en- 
couraging, there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  total  cost  of  the  new 
building  will  be  paid  for  by  the  time  it  is  occupied,  if  our  3,200  Baptist 
churches  will  respond  with  a  generous  Special  Day  offering  on  the 
third  Sunday  of  February,  1957. 

The  added  facilities  of  the  new  building  will  make  it  possible  to 
care  for  100  residents— 20  at  Resthaven,  36  at  Albemarle  Home,  and 
44  in  the  new  building.  Of  this  number,  less  than  10  will  be  part-time 
helpers.  Moreover,  a  greater  ministry  to  our  aging  residents  will  be 
possible  because  of  the  extra  facilities  in  the  new  building.  Among 
these  will  be  ample  space  for  craft  shops,  sun  parlors,  library,  in- 
firmary, and  other  additional  features.  In  fact,  the  new  building  was 
planned  and  is  being  constructed  to  provide  a  well  rounded  program 
with  the  most  up-to-date  facilities. 

The  Special  Day  offering  this  year,  to  date  is  $88,400.03,  including 
personal  and  corporation  gifts.  This  amount  will  be  increased  by 
churches  late  in  reporting  their  gifts.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that 
the  number  of  churches  responding  increases  each  year. 

Resthaven  and  Albemarle  Home  have  been  filled  to  capacity.  When 
a  vacancy  occurs,  which  is  rare,  there  is  always  a  waiting  list. 

Effort  was  made  in  Winston-Salem  during  jJune  and  July  to  raise 
$100,000  for  the  new  building.  In  addition  to  the  money  raised,  the 
response  on  the  part  of  a  large  number  of  splendid  business  men  to 
help  with  the  campaign  was  most  inspiring.  The  aroused  interest  in 
the  program  of  the  Homes  will  bring  increasing  results  for  years  to 
come. 
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There  has  been  a  larger  number  of  building  memorial  gifts,  They 
ranged  from  $300  to  $3,000— $300  to  furnish,  $1,000  to  endow,  and 
$3,000  to  pay  cost  of  constructing,  a  room. 

A  trustee,  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthews  of  Hamilton,  gave,  in  addition  to 
$3,000  to  construct  a  room  in  the  new  building,  $1,378  to  pay  cost  of 
excavating  a  lake  on  the  grounds  of  the  new  building. 

Your  Homes  are  putting  forth  their  best  efforts  to  render  a 
ministry  of  security,  comfort,  congeniality,  and  Christian  love  to 
our  residents.. 

North  Craolina  Baptists  should  keep  in  mind  that  their  special 
offering  and  the  share  of  the  Nine  Year  Program  received  by  the 
Homes  help  to  make  this  ministry  possible  to  all  who  come  to  the 
Homes,  and.  especially,  to  a  large  number  who  could  not  come  but 
for  such  help. 

There  are  som.e  rooms  left  to  be  memorialized.  Also,  a  limited 
number  of  cottages  may  be  built  on  the  Park  Road  site.  If  interested, 
contact  James  M.  Hayes,  general  superintendent,  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes, 
Kentucky  Avenue,  ¥/inston-Salem,  N.  C.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

From  the  reports  which  you  have  heard  made  from  the  different 
organizations  in  our  Association  you  have  noted  that  195S-57  has  been 
a  great  year  in  the  life  of  the  127  year  old  Tuckaseigee  Baptist 
Association.  With  three  churches  (Dietz  Memorial,  Laurel  Branch  and 
Unity)  requesting  fellowship  by  coming  under  the  watchcare  during 
the  year  to  come,  and  one  church  (New  Hope)  having  been  under  the 
watchcare  during  the  past  year  the  Baptist  work  in  Jackson  County 
has  truly  advanced.  These  four  churches  bring  with  them  a  total  of 
394  members,  and  having  spent  on  their  church  buildings  during  the 
past  year  a  total  of  $13,946.42. 

It  is  not  only  in  these  new  churches  that  growth  in  God's  Work  has 
taken  place  for  this  year  we  find  among  the  other  churches  of  the 
Association  that  there  has  been  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  190 
persons.  $32,927.15  has  been  spent  on  improvements,  repairs,  and 
equipment  in  church  property.  We  have  at  least  three  churches  who 
are  either  now  building  or  have  immediate  plans  to  build  new  church 
plants;  other  churches  have  completed  their  building  during  the  past 
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year. 

Truly  we  can  point  with  pride  to  the  advancement  of  His  Work  in 
our  Association,  but  in  so  doing  may  we  remember  that  the  needs  are 
still  great.  With  approximately  one  third  of  the  population  in  this 
association  not  even  associated  with  any  demonination  nor  claiming 
to  know  Christ  as  their  personal  Savior  it  would  seem  our  work  is 
only  begun.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MSISIONS 

Spreading  the  Gospel  in  our  homeland  is  a  great  and  growing  task 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  the  twenty-two  States  and  four  out- 
posts covered  by  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  (The  administra- 
tive work  of  our  board  is  directed  from  the  Home  Mission  Board  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia.) 

In  our  homeland  where  we  have  evident  trace  of  revenge,  signs  of 
malice,  jealousy,  hate,  trouble,  and  crime,  we  have  a  chance  to  prove 
our  love  for  Jesus  by  supporting  our  Mission  work  and  keeping  the 
flame  of  hope  burning  for  a  dying  world. 

There  are  about  ten  million  people  belonging  to  the  language 
groups  in  the  United  States  who  are  unevangelized;  among  them  are 
Chinese,  Japanese,  Russians,  French,  Spanish,  Italian,  and  members  of 
more  than  30  other  races  who  need  to  know  that  they  are  included  in 
the  plan  of  salvation. 

A  million  migrants  travel  our  highways  and  gather  our  crops. 
About  80  per  cent  of  them  are  unevangelized. 

More  than  25  millon  people  residing  in  territory  now  served  by  the 
Home  Mission  Board  are  out  of  reach  of  any  Baptist  Church  that  can 
serve  them.  Many  requests  come  for  Baptist  Churches  for  people  in 
these  areas.  Christ  died  for  these  separated,  isolated,  deserted  people 
too. 

There  are  300,000  Indians.  Christ  died  for  them,  too.  There  are 
ten  and  a  half  million  Negroes— men  and  women,  boys  and  girls  who 
are  on  the  move  these  days.  Christ  died  for  them,  too.  There  are 
more  than  a  million  Jews,  far  more  receptive  to  the  gospel  than  in 
days  gone  by.  Christ  died  for  them,  too.  There  are  the  thousands  of 
our  military  personnel,  separated  for  many  vital  months  from  loved 
ones  and  home  communities.  Christ  died  for  them,  too.  There  are  the 
deaf,  the  blind,  the  hundreds  who  are  maimed  and  handicapped  be- 
cause of  war  and  disease,  the  millions  who  are  victims  of  poverty 
and  ignorance  and  sin,  and  the  thousands  in  hospitals,  asylums,  jails, 
and  other  institutions.  Christ  died  for  them,  too. 

Thanks  to  Southern  Baptists,  the  gospel  is  being  sent.  Through 
the  Home  Mission  Board  more  than  1,100  missionaries  are  preach- 
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ing  and  teaching  and  telling  the  story  of  salvation.  Four  hundred 
college  students  have  joined  this  missionary  force  to  reinforce  their 
efforts  throughout  the  home  mission  fields  during  the  summer 
months. 

May  we  do  our  best  to  help  our  Home  Mission  Board  with  the 
tremendous  task  they  are  doing  to  hasten  to  tell  our  people  in  the 
homeland  where  we  have  lost  multitudes,  as  well  as  to  the  multitudes 
around  the  world,  that  Christ  bore  their  sins  in  His  body  on  the  Cross 
so  that  each  hearing  and  believing  the  Gospel  may  say  "He  died  for 
me,  too." 

May  we  strive  to  meet  this  great  need  of  the  multitudes  that  have 
never  heard  the  gospel,  or  hearing  have  had  no  one  to  explain  the 
plan  of  salvation  and  urge  them  to  trust  the  Saviour  who  died  for 
them,  too. 

May  we  accept  the  charge  of  Jesus  as  he  gave  it  before  his  ascen- 
sion: "That  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preached  in 
His  name  among  all  nations,  beginning  in  Jerusalem."  (Luke  24:47.) 
And  again  in  Acts  1:8  He  says:  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both 
in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria  and  unto  the  utter- 
most part  of  the  earth."

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

The  Baptist  Hospital  is  the  agency  through  which  the  precepts  of 
Christ's  ministry  in  teaching,  preaching,  and  healing  are  completely 
realized.  The  very  best  services  possible  are  rendered  to  each  and 
every  person  admitted  to  this  institution  regardless  of  the  social  or 
the  financial  status  of  the  patient.  The  highly  skilled  doctors, 
surgeons,  statisticians,  and  nurses,  and  the  very  latest  modern 
facilities  in  buildings  and  equipment  make  it  possbble  to  render  the 
type  of  services  it  is  now  doing. 

The  year  1955  -^as  the  best  in  services  our  Baptist  Hospital  has 
ever  had.  Our  churches  gave  the  largest  Mother's  Day  Offering  they 
have  ever  made,  and  the  hospital  was  able  to  serve  more  sick  people 
than  ever  before.  More  than  115,000  days  of  bed-patient  care  were 
rendered  to  almost  15,000  sick  people,  and  more  than  100,000  visits 
were  made  to  the  clinics  and  offices  of  the  medical  staff. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  new  south  wing  and  the  moving 
of  a  number  of  departments  into  new  quarters,  much  of  the  original 
building  which  was  constructed  in  1923  had  to  be  renovated.  Most  of 
this  work  has  been  completed,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  new  waiting 
rooms  for  vistitors  and  many  other  changes.  Our  Hosiptal  is  not  only 
larger  now,  but  it  has  the  best  facilities  and  staff  to  serve  our  people 
that  it  has  ever  had. 

The  new  x-ray  department  is  one  example  of  improvement.  Just 
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recently,  three  new  type  x-ray  machines  have  been  installed  at  a 
cost  of  over  $30,000.  A  small  concrete  building  is  now  under  con- 
struction to  house  a  cobalt  machine,  which  is  much  more  safe  and 
much  more  effective  in  the  treatment  of  certain  types  of  cancer  than 
any  x-ray  machines  now  being  used.  The  cost  of  this  will  be  $75,000. 
No  other  hospital  in  North  Carolina  has  equipment  equal  to  these  new 
machines.  We  now  have  the  best  x-ray  department  in  the  South.  The 
doctor  who  heads  the  department  is  one  of  the  outstanding  radiolo- 
gists in  America. 

Most  other  departments  have  been  improved  and  new  departments 
added.  Regular  services  are  being  held  in  the  beautiful  new  Chapel 
which  was  opened  in  June.  We  now  have  a  fine  specialist  for  testing 
and  advising  those  who  have  defective  hearing.  A  highly  skilled 
plastic  surgeon  is  joining  our  staff  this  fall.  Our  Baptist  Hospital  is 
trying  to  stay  in  the  forefront  in  providing  for  our  people  the  best 
there  is  available  in  medical  service. 

The  most  urgently  needed  new  facilities  are  a  new  nurses'  home, 
in  order  that  the  nursing  school  may  be  enlarged,  and  additional  park- 
ing facilities.  Anyone  who  has  visited  the  Hospital  recently  is  pro- 
bably aware  of  the  serious  parking  problem,  and  the  nursing  school 
need  is  equally  acute. 

Costs  in  all  hospitals  have  increased  steadily  and  every  indication 
is  that  they  will  continue  to  increase.  Such  medical  service  as  is  pro- 
vided by  our  Baptist  Hospital  cannot  be  made  available  without 
great  cost.  All  who  can  possibly  do  so  should  carry  hospital  insurance 
with  a  reliable  company.  Those  of  us  who  can  pay  for  our  medical 
care  must  do  so.  Then  we  need  to  give  generously  through  our 
Mother's  Day  Offering  to  help  care  for  those  who  cannot  care  for 
tehmselves.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
of 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  1956 

A  CONTINUING  NEED 

During  the  year  of  1955  a  total  of  824  applications  for  the  care  of 
needy  children  passed  over  the  desk  of  the  general  Superintendent. 
A  decision  had  to  be  made  on  each  case.  We  were  able  to  admit  to 
some  phase  of  our  program  137  of  these  children.  To  the  other  687 
we  had  to  say  no.  Of  course,  many  of  these  were  accepted  for  some 
sort  of  care  by  relatives  or  other  agencies. 

In  1955  there  were  58%  more  applications  sent  to  us  than  in  1950. 
Thus  the  need,  based  on  the  number  of  applications,  grows  greater 
each  year.   Last  year  we  cared  for  a  total  of  736  children,  or  23  more 
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than  the  year  before.  The  increase  was  in  foster  home  care  and  was 
made  possible  by  an  increase  in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

PLAN  OF  SUPPO'RT 
Last  year  for  the  first  time  the  Orphanage  received  part  of  its 
support  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  About  ten  per  cent  of 
the  total  income  was  given  through  this  channel.  Most  of  the  Church- 
es continue  to  place  the  Orphanage  in  the  budgets  or  else  take  the 
Once-A-Month  offering  through  their  Sunday  Schools.  Each  Church, 
of  course,  makes  its  own  decision  about  the  matter.  Let  us  always 
bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  income  for  the  Orphanage  from 
Church  budgets,  Once-A-Month  offerings,  and  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram is  fixed  and  will  be  the  same  amount  each  year.  Therefore, 
the  only  way  for  the  Orphanage  to  get  more  m.oney  to  meet  the 
ever  increasing  needs  for  child  care  is  through  a  greater  Thanks- 
giving Offering. 

In  North  Carolina  there  are  more  Baptist  than  ever  before;  the 
income  of  our  people  is  at  an  all-time  high;  they  have  given  m.ore 
money  to  our  total  Baptist  program  than  ever  before.  Surely  this 
year  they  will  make  a  greater  Thanksgiving  Offering  to  help  the 
homeless  child  if  our  Church  leaders  will  give  them  a  chance. 

BUILDING  PROGRAM 
During  the  past  year  a  new  Church  building  and  a  new  parsonage 
have  been  completed  at  Kennedy  Home.  These  are  buildings  of 
which  every  Baptist  can  be  proud.  A  contract  will  be  let  sometime 
this  fall  for  a  new  Boys'  Cottage  and  a  swimming  pool  at  Kennedy 
Home.  Bear  in  mind  that  all  of  these  buildings  are  erected  with 
special  gifts  or  bequests. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN 
We  believe  your  Orphanage  publication,  Charity  and  Children,  is 
now  making  a  greater  contrubution  to  our  Baptist  program  than 
ever  before  in  its  glorious  history.  With  the  tremendous  am.ount 
of  "trash"  reaching  our  people  through  the  printed  page,  it  is  im- 
possible for  us  to  get  too  much  good  literature  in  their  hands.  Today 
more  than  51,000  copies  of  Charity  and  Children  are  mailed  out  each 
week.  These  are  filled  with  information  about  some  phase  of  our 
Baptist  program.

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REPORT  ON  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri  on 
May  30  —  June  2,  1956  with  over  12,000  messengers  and  many  visitors 
present. 

The  theme  this  year,  "Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation"  A  crusade 
for  Christian  Morality.  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren,  president  presiding.  His 
message  to  the  group  in  a  nut  shell  form.  No  group  has  had  a  greater 
opportunity  than  we  have  now  to  spread  the  gospel  of  Christ  at  home 
and  abroad. 

The  high  lights  of  the  convention  were: 

1.  —  An  address  by  Billy  Graham,  A  miracle  for  Christ.  He  said,  I 
preach  the  same  message  to  all  people,  I  give  the  same  invitation  and 
thousands  have  walked  the  aisles  for  Christ.  The  gospel  has  its 
affect  on  all  people. 

2.  —  Thursday  Night,  Foreign  mission  night.  A  fine  report  by  Baker 
J.  Cauthen.  He  urged  us  to  make  greater  progress  for  Christ  or  peo- 
ple will  stand  before  God  and  say,  no  man  cared  for  my  soul.  The 
world  has  provided  for  the  flesh,  transportation,  education,  movies, 
T.V.,  recreation,  food  and  shelter,  machinery  to  lighten  our  task,  but 
very  little  to  remove  the  load  of  sin  from  the  soul. 

S.  —  John  A.  Abernathy  (Korea).  He  talked  with  the  boys  in  the 
armed  services  in  Korea.  The  boys  said,  why  are  you  here,  did  they 
draft  you.?  No  I  have  a  job  to  do,  I  am  not  here  by  choice,  but  a 
calling.    God  called  and  I  must  stay  until  my  job  is  completed. 

4.  — Alitha  Fuller  (Africa).  Her  first  statement  to  the  convention. 
We  are  rewarded  every  day  for  what  we  do  for  Christ. 

5.  —  Boyd  Robertson  (Latin  America).  He  told  a  wonderful  story  of 
his  preaching  tours— He  preached  to  a  small  group  who  had  never 
heard  the  gospel  before,    All   fifteen  accepted  Christ  as  Saviour. 

6.  —  Glen  Archer  spoke  on  separation  and  spirituality.  He  also 
spoke  on  state  and  church  separation.  He  said  that  Baptist  was  the 
first  to  conceive  church  and  state  separation.  They  should  be  the 
first  to  defend  it.  1.  The  principle  is  being  underminded  by  15,000 
parochial  schools,  and  by  120,000  garbed  sisters.  It  is  being  denounc- 
ed by  590  Roman  Catholic  publications,  reaching  22,000,000  American 
homes.    Being  underminded  by  more  than  1500  Catholic  hospitals. 

7.  — ■  Youth  Night— Howard  Butt,  speaker.  He  said  that  Jesus  is  the 
fountain  of  youth.  "Springing  up  into  everlasting  life."  Christianity 
is  a  joy.  It  started  with  a  band  of  angels  singing,  Glory  to  God  in 
the  highest.  It  will  end  with  a  hallelujah  chorus. 

It  is  with  speakers  like  I  have  been  telling  about  that  inspires 
each  messenger  to  go  back  to  their  church  and  do  a  greater  work.

North  Carolina  will  be  Christian  as  each  church  works  it's  own  field 
and  at  the  same  time  com.bine  gifts  and  offerings  through  the  Agency 
of  State  Missions. 

Many  strong  churches,  perhaps,  do  not  need  these  ministries;  but 
they  once  did.  Almost  all  strong  churches  formerly  had  their  needs 
ministered  unto  through  State  Missions.  Almost  1,700  of  the  3,180 
ciiurches  in  our  convention  were  established  or  aided  by  State 
Missions. 

Through  the  agency  of  State  Missions  we  seek  to  provide  a  ministry 
of  preaching,  teaching,  and  training,  to  those,  both  inside  the  church 
and  outside;  to  those  of  other  races,  to  the  sick,  and  the  ones  in  the 
State  Institutions. 

The  State  Mission  program  comprises  many  activities.  Such  as;  (1) 
AJd  to  missionary  pastors,  (2)  Assist  the  Negro  Convention.  (3)  Sup- 
port the  Allied  Church  League,  (4)  Two  Summer  Assemblies,  (5) 
Work  in  Hospitals  and  Institutions,  (6)  Two  Baptist  Book  Stores,  (7) 
Work  among  silent  people,  (8)  Department  of  Sunday  School,  (9) 
Department  of  Training  Union,  (10)  Department  of  Student  Work, 
(11)  Visual  aid  and  radio,  (12)  Summer  Student  Program,  13'  Depart- 
ment of  Evangelism,  (14)  Department  of  Rural  Church  Work,  (15) 
Baptist  Brotherhood,  (16)  Schools  for  pastors  and  deacons,  (17) 
Assistance  to  Indian  Association. 

All  servants  in  the  field  of  State  Missions  are  profoundly  grateful 
to  the  churches  and  their  orgainzations  for  their  spiritual  and 
financial  support.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  church  teaching  agency  and  the  greatest 
medium  through  which  we  present  the  Word  of  God.  Many  of  our 
churches  do  not  have  full-time  church  services  but  they  do  have  a 
regular  Sunday  School.  So  far  as  I  know,  every  church  has  a  Sunday 
School.  Some  are  not  graded,  but  the  most  of  them  are.  We  have  a 
few  departmental  Sunday  Schools  for  which  w^e  are  very  grateful. 
The  better  organized  we  are;  the  greater  is  our  teaching  ability. 

The  reports  from  many  churches  show  that  this  is  one  of  the  great- 
est years  in  our  history.  We  are  near  6,000  enrollmentt  w^hich  is  above 
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tlie  resident  church  membership,  just  as  it  should  be.  In  our  Sunday 
School  Convention  meetings  we  are  seeking  to  do  promotional  work 
and  thereby  have  a  well  rounded  program.  We  meet  Monday  night 
7:30  after  each  fourth  Sunday.  We  want  to  carry  the  meetings  to 
churches  in  the  different  parts  of  our  county.

WHEREAS,  the  alcoholic  beverage  traffic  in  the  state  of  North 
Carolina  shold  make  known  their  convictions  concerning  the  evils  in- 
herent in  the  sale  and  use  of  alcoholic  beverages; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Baptist  State 
conventtion  approve  the  securing  of  petitions  favoring  a  state-wide 
referendum  on  beverage  alcohol,  and  that  the  matter  of  emplement- 
ing  this  be  referred  to  the  General  Board  in  it's  January  meeting. 

This  met  with  wholehearted  support  in  the  General  Boards  meeting 
and  also  the  cooperation  of  the  Allied  Church  League.  The  Allied 
Church  League  believes,  as  we  all  believe,  that  our  people  need  to 
be  aroused  about  the  conditions  that  exist  about  us  now.  Under  the 
constant  urging  of  liquor  advertising  more  and  more  people  are  using 
it  and  becoming  its  victims.  We  also  believe  that  every  church  should 
huve  a  vigirous  program  of  alcohol  education.  The  League  stands 
ready  to  help  us  in  any  way  they  can.  What  will  the  citizens  of  Jack- 
son County  do  about  it? 

Intemperance  in  every  form  should  be  discouraged;  therefore  the 
health  and  happiness  of  all  should  be  encouraged  by  living  a  clean 
life.

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TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

Training  Union  is  a  program  of  study  and  participation  which  will 
assist  and  train  a  growing  Christian  to  be  a  more  effective  witness, 
a  more  intelhgent  church  member,  and  a  more  loyal  and  appreciative 
Baptist.  It  is  our  Baptist  program  existing  for  the  purpose  of  conserv- 
ing the  results  of  our  evangelestic  efforts.  It  is  "Training  in  Church 
Membership." 

Training  Union  has  come  a  long  way  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Associa- 
tion, but  there  is  yet  much  to  be  done.  According  to  the  1943  Minutes 
there  were  only  7  churches  with  Training  Unions,  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  378.  Thirteen  years  later,  1956,  26  churches  have  Training 
Union  with  an  enrollment  of  1,895.  This  leaves  24  churches  in  our 
Association  without  Training  Union  and  about  6,000  resident  church 
members  unlisted  in  training.  It  is  our  desire  and  our  daily  prayer 
to  have  a  Training  Union  in  every  church,  and  we  believe  this  is  the 
desire  of  our  Savior. 

We  have  just  closed  a  very  successful  year  for  which  we  are  very 
grateful  to  God.  There  has  been  a  good  spirit  of  cooperation  for 
every  meeting  that  we  have  had.  Five  new  Training  Unions  have 
been  organized.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Associational  Training  Union 
Officers  as  well  as  the  local  church  officers  and  the  pastors  for  your 
splendid  cooperation  and  good  v/ork.  The  progress  that  has  been 
made  has  been  possible  because  of  you. 

Number  Mass  Meetings  during  year  —  4  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  253. 

Number  of  Executive  Meetings  —  4 

Number  of  Officers  and  Leaders  Conference  —  4 

A  study  course  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Bill  Spradlin  for  the 
Associational  Officers. 

Over  200  of  our  people  attended  the  Regional  Training  Union  meet- 
ing held  at  the  Scotts  Creek  Church.

We  have  4  of  our  Associational  Officers  serving  as  Regional  officers 
this  year. 

The  Training  Union  conducted  a  Youth  Rally  in  April  at  theSylva 
Church  using  Mason  Hudspeth  as  the  speaker.  It  was  well  attended. 

May  we  continue  to  keep  the  Training  Union  w^ork  growing  in  our 
Association  and  use  as  our  goal  for  1956-1957.  "Every  Church  Wjith  A 
Training  Union."  Thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  serving  you  as  your 
Director.

The  annual  report  in  the  1955  state  annual  shows  that  there  are 
978  organized  Brotherhoods  with  a  goal  set  to  reach  1100  by  Novem- 
ber 12,  1956.  Of  the  73  associations  in  North  Carolina,  69  have  from  1 
to  42  Brotherhoods. 

There  is  a  growing  interest  in  our  county  and  soon  we  hope  to 
have  a  well  organized  associational  Brotherhood.  At  the  time  of  this 
report  there  are  3  active  organizations;  Buff  Creek,  East  Sylva,  and

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  Baptist  Churches  of  which  we  are  members  and  which  com- 
prise the  Tuckaseigee  Association  are  Missionary  Baptist  in  name, 
but  from  the  minutes  of  our  last  associational  year  many  could  truly 
be  called  Missionary  Baptist  in  name  only.  Our  minutes  show  that 
from  from  the  fifty  (50)  churches  listed  twenty  three  (23)  did  not 
contribute  to  either  the  Cooperative  Program,  from  which  a  percent- 
age goes  to  Foreign  Missions,  or  directly  to  the  Foreign  Missions  Pro- 
gram. Almost  one  half  of  our  churches  have  not  received  the  vision 
of  our  true  responsibility  in  following  Christ's  teaching  when  He 
said,  "Go  ye  into  ALL  THE  WORLD,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature."    Mark  16:15. 

The  year  1955  was  a  great  year  for  Southern  Baptist  in  following 
the  commands  of  The  Great  Commission.  Possibly  our  most  fertil 
field  during  the  past  year  was  in  Africa,  both  in  Nigeria  and  along 
the  Gold  Coast.  The  bright  feeling  from  these  mission  stations  are 
the  numbers  of  local  converts  who  have  been  trained  in  their  fields 
of  religion,  medicine,  and  education,  and  who  are  returning  to  serve 
among  their  own  people.  The  needs  for  additional  help  in  Japan 
and  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific  are  great  and  the  people  there  are 
asking  for  our  missionaries  to  come,  still  "the  laborers  are  few." 

There  are  today  slightly  less  than  100,000  Spanish-speaking  Baptist 
in  the  world,  about  half  of  which  are  served  by  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  unrest  and  turmoil  in 
many  of  the  nations  where  our  missionaries  are  serving  in  Central 
and  South  America— one  of  our  hardest  fields  to  gain  entrance  and 
a  foothold.  The  strength  of  the  Catholic  church  in  state  affairs  in 
these  countries  makes  it  hard  for  our  missionaries  to  even  gain  ad- 
mission to  preach,  to  teach,  or  to  minister  to  the  people. 

During  the  past  ten  years,  since  World  War  II,  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  has  averaged  sending  out  78  new  missionaries  per  year.  Last 
year  104  new  missionaries  were  sent:  35  going  to  Africa,  Europe  and 
the  Near  East;  26  to  Latin  America;  43  to  the  Orient.  In  the  mean- 
time 33'  missionaries  had  to  return  from  fields  for  various  causes, 
giving  us  a  net  gain  for  the  year  of  71  and  a  total  of  1,020  for  all 
our  Foreign  Missions  Fields.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  to  have  1,750  in  the  fields  by  1964.    Last  year  there  were 
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975  who  have  dedicated  their  lives  for  foreign  fields  who  are  either 
in  seminary  training  or  other  fields  of  service  until  financial  means 
can  be  found  to  send  them.  The  fields  of  foreign  service  are  open 
by  urgent  request  for  more  than  500  missionaries  to  serve  in  35  coun- 
tries around  the  v/orld. 

May  each  of  us  serve  in  our  place  in  God's  Work  and  assume  our 
responsibility  in  sending  His  Word  around  the  world. 
Note:  All  figures  used  were  taken  from  Book  of  Reports,  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  1956.

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TUCKASEIGEE  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

(Revised  August  16,  1957) 

ARTICLE  I— The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony, 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have 
been  previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and 
four  members  from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof 
shall  compose  the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association 
shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  members.  (4)  any  church  applying  to 
the  association  for  membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation. 
At  the  expiration  of  that  time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the  church,  it 
may  be  voted  in  by  majority  vote  of  the  association,  provided  they 
have  an  acceptable  letter  and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at 
the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  moder- 
ator, vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sun- 
day School  superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  Presi- 
dent of  Deacon's  organization.  Brotherhood  President,  Superinten- 
dent of  Education,  and  a  parlimentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  association  may  desire  to  elect,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the 
general  officers  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in 
succession,  with  the  exception  of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  assoc- 
iation, who  may  be  re-elected  to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Association.  The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of 
committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  for  not  more  than  two  years. 
No  committee  member  may  succeed  himself  until  at  least  one  year 
has  elapsed  after  his  official  term  has  expired.  No  member  of  the 
Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  membership  in  more  than  one 
committee  during  one  year,  except  in  the  case  of  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  (c)  The  term  general  officers  shall  apply 
to  the  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk  and  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII.  (a)  The  n'loderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
order  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the 
vice  moderator,  (b)  He  shall  appoint  the  committee  on  committees 
and  all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  the  body  not 
named  by  the  committee  on  committees  in  it's  regular  report,  (c)  The 
vice  moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in  case  of  absence  or  in- 
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capacitation  of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  another 
moderator  is  elected,  (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  ac- 
curate record  of  all  transactions  and  reports  given  in  the  association 
in  regular  or  called  meetings  and  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  con- 
taining the  records  made,  (e)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of 
each  church  in  the  association,  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the 
church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention 
office,  (f)  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  by  the  order  of 
the  executive  committee  or  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money 
of  the  treasury  and  make  a  complete  report  to  the  association  at  each 
session,  (g)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  records 
of  the  association  up  to  date,  (h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  of- 
ficers to  execute  the  function  of  their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  direct- 
ed association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of 
the  Deacon's  Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superinten- 
dent of  Education,  Associational  Missionary,  Parlimentarian  and  the 
pastor  and  one  member  from  each  church  in  the  association.  No  pas- 
tor, by  virture  of  his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  dis- 
qualified as  a  member  of  the  Promotion  Committee,  from  represent- 
ing the  church  or  churches  he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association. 
Twelve  of  these  m.embers  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee 
to  act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is 
not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session 
Oi  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
by  a  majority  vote  fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  un- 
orthodox in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present 
itself  either  by  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  with- 
out sufficient  reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The 
support  of  the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of 
this  association  in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a 
missionary  body.  Any  church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  commit- 
tees as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work 
of  the  Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  committees  are  to 
be  nominated  annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  other- 
wise determined  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must 
be  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 
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BY-LAWS 

1.  All  vacancies  occuring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the  Pro- 
motion Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
nated by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of 
each  quarter.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two 
weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  com- 
mittee on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association: 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan 
the  annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee 
is  to  bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of 
the  personnel  of  the  standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Committee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare  for 
recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association  the 
budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suit- 
able resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such 
candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call 
and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommendations 
as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member  about 
his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the  proper  ser- 
vices of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.  The  Exe- 
cutive Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the  work  of 
the  committee.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is 
urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 

6.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have 
this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New- 
Churches: 

This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
)such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit  a  written 
report  of  same  to  the  association  or  Executive  committee  and 
grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate  of  commendation 
which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter  of  the  church 
to  the  association.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association. 
Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  chairman  of 
the  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  committee  on  committees.

REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

"The  Bible  Speaks  Today"  is  not  just  a  slogan.  It  is  the  experience 
of  millions  of  people  around  the  world.  It  is  a  challenge  to  action.  The 
Bible  must  speak  to  more  people  in  this  Southern  Baptist  World  Missions 
Year  —  and  in  all  the  years  ahead. 

If  Ihe  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ, 
the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  Ihe  Bible. 

Each  person  musl  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language 
because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 
The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.   The  mis- 
sionary uses  it  in  all  his  work.    The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.    It  can 
go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.    It  can  stay  when  he  must 
leave  —  and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  man's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the 
Bible.    It  publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without 
profit,  usually  below  cost.  For  the  Blind  it  supplies  Scriptures  in  raised 
letter  systems  and  on  Talking  Book  records. 
During  1956  the  American  Bible  Society  — 

— distributed  throughout  the  world  more  than  15  million  volumes  of 

Scriptures. 

— supplied  over  13,000  Bibles  and  other  Scriptures  to  Hungarian  ref- 
ugees coming  to  the  U.S.A.  and  joined  in  supplying  many  more  to 
refugees  in  Austria  and  other  countries. 

— donated  nearly  one  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by 
Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces,  as  a  vital  link  between  the  home 
churches  and  the  men  in  service. 

— rejoiced  in  translation  of  the  Bible  into  more  than  1,100  languages. 
The  entire  Bible  has  been  translated  and  published  in  210  languages; 
a  complete  Testament  in  270  more;  and  at  least  a  Gospel  or  other 
complete  book  in  629  additional  languages. 

Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work  —  and  because  South- 
ern Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need 
for  distribution  to  their  people  —  Southern  Baptist  churches  give  to  the 
American  Bible  Society.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Speaking  broadly,  the  Baptist  program  of  Christian  education  em- 
braces the  teaching  ministry  of  the  Christian  home,  the  local  church  and 
its  own  programs,  Baptist  schools  and  colleges  supported  by  the  Con- 
vention, and  our  Southwide  seminaries. 

For  our  present  purpose,  I  shall  report  briefly  on  the  Baptist  col- 
leges within  North  Carolina,  and  the  Baptist  Student  Union  at  Western 
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Carolina  College  here  in  our  own  Association. 

At  the  present  time,  a  state-wide  survey  is  underway  on  Education 
in  the  Baptist  colleges  of  North  Carolina.  This  study  is  being  made  by 
the  Baptist  Committee  of  Twenty-five,  appointed  by  the  State  Conven- 
tion of  1956.  The  stated  purpose  of  the  committee's  work  is  to  try  to 
determine  and  evaluate  the  program  of  higher  education  as  it  now  exists, 
with  the  view  in  mind  of  recommending  (if  the  committee  sees  fit)  the 
establishment  of  new  colleges  and  the  enlargement  of  services  rendered 
by  the  institutions  presently  operating.  This  committee  was  set  up  with 
instructions  to  make  the  study  of  our  college  structure  in  the  state  and 
report  its  progress  to  the  1957  convention;  then,  to  report  its  ultimate 
findings  to  the  1958  convention. 

The  Baptist  colleges  in  this  state,  all  of  which  are  included  in  the 
survey,  are  listed  below  with  their  enrollments  for  1955-56,  the  latest 
figures  available.  We  do  know  that  last  year's  enrollment  figures  were 
even  higher,  but  we  do  not  know  the  exact  number. 

Wake  Forest,  1,828;  Meredith,  613;  Mars  Hill,  1,038;  Gardner-Webb, 
347;  Campbell,  584;  Wingate,  468;  Chowan,  251.    Total:  5,921. 

These  colleges  are  in  various  stages  of  plant  expansion,  and  at  the 
same  time  they  work  always  toward  strengthening  the  spiritual  fibre 
of  the  training  given  the  students. 

At  Western  Carolina  College,  more  than  half  the  students  are  either 
members  of  the  Baptist  Church,  or  show  Baptist  preference;  and  the 
Baptist  Student  Union  is  the  largest  single  organization  on  the  campus. 
The  Reverend  Quintin  M.  Perreault,  pastor  of  the  Cullowhee  Baptist 
Church,  is  director  of  BSU  activities  at  the  college. 

In  the  Baptist  colleges  of  the  state,  more  than  twelve  per  cent  of  the 
students  are  training  for  the  ministry  or  mission  fields.  In  addition, 
many  hundreds  of  others  are  training  as  ministers  of  music,  directors  of 
religious  education,  and  church  secretaries.  It  would  appear  that  nearly 
one-fourth  of  the  students  enrolled  in  Baptist  colleges  in  this  state  are 
training  for  some  full-time  Christian  vocation. 

Statistics  are  often  dull,  and  never  give  a  complete  picture.  Let  us 
look  further  to  the  fact  that  other  graduates  of  our  Baptist  colleges  enter 
the  professions  of  medicine,  law,  business,  teaching,  and  many  others. 
Because  of  this,  we  can  believe  that  a  great  number  of  them  are  witness- 
ing for  Christ  in  every  phase  of  our  society.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 
FOR  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR  1956-57 

In  order  that  we  might  better  understand  what  this  report  is  meant 
to  do,  I  must  attempt  to  build  a  background  on  which  we  might  see  our 
evangelistic  efforts  for  1956-57.

It  came  out  of  sweat  and  blood  and 
agony  and  death.  That  was  Gods  effort,  not  mans.  So  evangelism  is 
Gods  method  of  producing  spirit  born  children. 

Isaiah  66:8  "When  Zion  travails  she  brings  forth  her  children".  Just 
as  our  mothers  went  down  to  the  very  brink  of  death  to  bring  us  into 
the  world  in  our  physical  form,  there  must  be  spiritual  birth  pangs  in 
our  Churches  if  men  and  women  are  to  be  boin  mto  the  kingdom.  "Ye 
must  be  born  again"  is  significant  of  Christ's  plan.

2.  Out  of  the  compassion  and  iove  and  wisdom  of  that  same  mighty  soul 
evangelism  was  born.  "Come  follow  me  and  I  will  make  you  to  be- 
come fishers  of  men". 

3.  The  Holy  Spirit  has  always  used  people  who  were  willing  to  pay 
the  price.    No  more,  no  less. 

A.  Out  of  a  soul  whose  hearts  desire  and  prayer  to  God  'vas  that 
Israel  might  be  saved,  God  set  fires  of  evangelism  ablaze  all  over 
the  known  world  at  that  time. 

B.  Peter  and  John  "How  can  we  but  preacli  that  we  have  seen  and 
heard  and  our  hands  have  handled  of  the  w^ords  of  life." 

C.  At  Pentacost,  what  could  God  have  accomplished  had  it  not 
been  for  a  Church  in  travail? 

Shouldn't  this  then  help  us  to  get  a  better  picture  on  our  own  front? 

Out  of  50  churches  there  were  222  baptisms  reported  in  our  Associ- 
ation. Of  these  50  churches  there  were  16  that  did  not  report  a  single 
baptism.  This  is  an  average  of  about  4  souls  won  to  Christ  per  church  in 
twelve  months  time. 

Only  three  churches  reported  twenty  or  more  baptisms. 

Less  than  half  of  these  converts  come  to  Christ  in  revivals. 

A  large  percent  of  those  won  in  revivals  was  a  result  of  a  unified 
effort  among  the  churches  in  a  spring  Simultaneous  Crusade. 

If  these  figures  don't  tell  you  a  story  of  a  group  of  dead  churches 
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who  have  laid  down  on  God  then  God  help  you.  "Woe  unto  them  that 
at  ease  in  Zion". 

Under  the  direction  of  Julius  Hopkins,  our  Secretary  of  Evangelism, 
we  have  tentative  plans  for  a  simultaneous  revival  crusade  in  March 
and  April  of  this  coming  year,  laying  groundwork  for  a  major  South- 
wide  Crusade  for  1959.  I  urge  that  all  churches  pledge  themselves  to 
this  great  effort  in  the  name  of  Jesus.

A  letter  was  mailed  to  every  pastor  and  Sunday  School  Superintendent 
with  a  suggested  goal  for  his  church  to  accept  in  supporting  Associational 
Missions.  Many  of  the  churches  accepted  the  allocation  for  which  we 
are  very  grateful.  We  have  had  a  greater  support  in  our  Mission  Pro- 
gram this  past  year  than  ever  before  and  as  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  may  I  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  each  of  you  who  have 
had  a  part  in  this  great  work.  If  we  advance  in  Associational  Missions 
then  we  will  make  greater  advance  in  world  missions. 

In  February  of  this  year  we  presented  to  our  Missionary  a  love  offer- 
ing of  $380.00  in  appreciation  of  the  three  years  service  that  she  had 
rendered.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

KATE  P.  BRYSON 

The  history  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  dates  back  128  years. 
At  the  beginning  it  embraced  Haywood,  Macon  and  Jackson  counties  and 
a  part  of  North  Georgia. 

Of  the  51  churches  of  the  Association,  there  are  seven  with  a  history 
of  more  than  a  hundred  years,  Cullowhee  the  oldest  was  instituted  in 
1821;  Scotts  Creek,  1830;  Old  Savannah,  1835;  Tuckaseigee,  1835;  Shoal 
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Creek,  1836;  Hamburg,  1849  and  Webster  1854.  Soon  to  join  these  will  be 
John's  Creek  with  a  centennial  in  1860  and  Mt.  Pleasant  in  1862.  Dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  the  first  half  of  the 
twentieth  century  many  churches  have  been  added  with  New  Hope, 
which  was  instituted  in  1955  the  most  recent.  These  were  years  of  great 
accomplishment. 

We  take  great  pride  in  adding  to  this  glorious  heritage  the  record 
of  1956-57. 

Big  Ridge  reports  calling  a  full  time  pastor,  the  Rev.  Charles  Stew- 
art, who  was  ordained  at  the  church  May  26,  1957. 

Quintin  M.  Perreault  is  the  new  pastor  of  the  Cullowhee  Church, 
beginning  his  pastorate  January  1,  1957. 

John's  Creek  ordained  a  preacher,  the  Rev.  Ned  Brown  and  three 
deacons.  Bill  Queen,  Harry  Brown  and  Owen  Alridge. 

Laurel  Branch  ordained  a  preacher,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Nicholson,  Sep- 
tember 1,  1956  and  three  deacons,  Edward  Pittman,  Fred  Pannell  and 
Frank  Allison  on  June  9,  1957. 

Cashiers  has  called  a  full  time  pastor,  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Jackson, 
and  has  organized  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

On  August  29,  1956,  Old  Savannah  Church  was  the  scene  of  the 
first  wedding  ceremony  in  the  century  and  quarter  of  its  history.  Miss 
Carrie  Sue  Cagle  became  the  bride  of  Mr.  James  Baxter  Wood  with  the 
Rev.  Bill  Craford  and  the  Rev.  Dillard  Wood  officiating. 

Kenneth  Revis  and  Robert  Philhps  were  ordained  as  deacons  of  the 
Sylva  Church.  This  church  has  established  a  library  and  organized  the 
Dorothy  Edwards  circle  of  the  W.M.U. 

The  Tuckaseigee  Church  reports  that  its  Sunday  School  has  been 
divided  into  departments. 

Wilkesdale  Church  has  just  completed  its  first  year  with  a  full-time 
pastor.  The  Rev.  Walter  Middleton.  The  Sunday  School  has  been  de- 
partmentalized. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  and  are  being  made  in  church 
buildings  and  grounds.  Buff  Creek  parsonage  has  been  completed  and 
an  automatic  washer  installed  in  the  basement.  Laurel  Branch  has 
completed  a  new  building.  Dick's  Creek  building  has  been  completely 
repaired  and  painted  inside  and  out.  Old  Savannah's  building  painted 
outside,  land  bought  for  parking  purposes  and  new  roads  to  cemetery. 
Hamburg  has  installed  a  new  heating  plant,  is  adding  class  rooms,  rest 
rooms  and  assembly  to  its  present  structure.  Hyatt's  Chapel  has  painted 
three  new  class  rooms  and  furnished  them  ready  for  use.  Jarrett  Me- 
morial has  a  new  baptistry,  has  painted  church  on  inside  and  made  im- 
provements on  its  grounds.  Cashiers  has  paid  off  a  debt  of  $1,500.00  on 
its  new  pastorium.  John's  Creek  has  painted  building  inside  and  out. 
Shoal  Creek  has  improved  grounds  and  is  completing  classrooms  and 
rest  rooms.    Speedwell  has  improved  grounds,  done  repair  work  on 
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building  including  a  new  entrance  and  steps  and  beautified  cemetery. 
Sylva  has  approved  plans  for  new  church  building,  voted  to  raise  fund 
to  $50,000  by  start  of  construction  and  employed  Foy  and  Lee  of  Waynes- 
ville  as  architects  for  the  new  church  building.  Tilley  Creek  has  put  a 
new  roof  on  church  and  made  outside  improvements.  Trout  Creek  is 
building  new  Sunday  School  rooms.  Yellow  Mountain  has  new  baptistry 
and  has  added  classrooms.  Tuckaseigee  has  added  a  beautiful  entrance 
to  its  new  building.

HOME  MISSIONS  IN  1957 

The  1957  report  of  home  missions  must  of  necessity  deal  with  the 
1956  figures.  At  the  beginning  of  1957  the  Home  Mission  Board  report- 
ed 1,180  missionaries,  an  increase  of  81  over  the  previous  year.  Pro- 
fessions of  faith  reported  by  the  missionaries  numbered  39,458,  an  in- 
crease of  1,983  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Home  Mission  Board's  income  for  1956  was:  from  the  Cooperat- 
ive Program,  $2,027,369.87;  Annie  Armstrong  Offering,  $1,574,890.61;  and 
from  designated  gifts,  $127,761.01;  total,  $3,730,027.49. 

Among  new  personnel  additions  at  the  headquarters  office  are  Clovis 
A.  Brantley  as  assistant  secretary  in  the  Department  of  Direct  Missions, 
William  B.  Mitchell,  superintendent  of  Jewish  work  ,and  Wendell  Belew, 
director  of  church-sponsored  mission  work. 

Among  major  emphases  during  1957  the  Board  will  continue  its  ef- 
fort to  enlist  every  church  in  an  evangelistic  ministry  and  every  mem- 
ber to  participate  in  soul-winning.  Conservation  of  results  will  be  pur- 
sued. All  work  of  the  Board  is  in  full  co-operation  with  all  other  agen- 
cies of  the  denomination.  The  "30,000  Program,"  with  its  challenge  to 
constitute  10,000  new  churches  and  establish  20,000  additional  mission 
stations  in  seven  years,  will  receive  major  emphasis  not  only  through- 
out the  year  but  for  the  duration  of  the  Third  Jubilee  of  Baptists. 

Increased  loan  funds  are  greatly  needed.  Minority  groups:  Indians, 
Negroes,  and  language  groups  will  receive  major  attention.  The  Board 
has  set  a  goal  of  1,050  missionaries  serving  minority  groups  by  1964. 

The  City  Mission  Program,  is  to  be  enlarged  with  the  entry  by  the 
Board  into  a  new  major  city  every  year  if  possible;  the  rural  church 
program  had  major  emphasis  in  1956  and  efforts  will  be  intensified  con- 
stantly; pioneer  areas  call  for  extensive  interest  and  work:  special  groups 
and  needs,  such  as  the  deaf,  the  Jews,  migrants,  broken  homes,  juvenile 
delinquents,  and  a  ministry  to  military  personnel,  challenge  the  best 
leadership  of  the  Board's  missionaries. 

Promotion  and  education  made  great  demands  on  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board's  staff  because  of  increased  interest,  Filmstrips,  motion  pic- 
tures, maps,  mission  study  books,  tracts,  picture  packets,  publicity,  the 
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magazine,  and  all  other  projected  and  published  materials  have  been 
improved  and  the  demands  have  been  tremendous.  Schools  of  Missions 
and  assignment  of  home  missionaries  to  fulfill  increasing  demands  have 
afforded  missionary  information  and  inspiration. 

The  Chaplain's  Commission  reported  421  chaplains  on  active  duty 
and  11,074  professions  of  faith  recorded  in  their  ministry. 

Home  missionaries  were  instrumental  in  starting  729  new  missions 
and  constituting  296  new  churches. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  Board  is  expressed  in  the  single  statement: 
We  need  your  prayers  and  personal  interest,  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
church  budget  dollar,  a  wider  interest  in  tithing,  missionary  volunteers 
committed  to  home  mission,  and  a  share  in  every  Southern  Baptist's 
consecration.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  1957  REPORT 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  is  dedicated  to  the  service  of  those 
in  need  of  medical  care,  the  education  of  young  people  in  various 
branches  of  medical  service,  and  the  bearing  of  a  Christian  witness 
throughout  North  Carolina  and  the  world. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  1922  and 
received  its  first  patient  on  May  28,  1923.  It  is  located  on  an  eleven  acre 
site  in  the  Ardmore  section  of  Winston-Salem. 

Once  more  it  has  set  a  new  record  in  its  ministry  to  sick  people. 
Last  year  it  provided  123,000  days  of  bed  care  for  15,784  patients.  There 
were  61,000  visits  to  the  out-patient  clinics  and  60,000  visits  to  the  pri- 
vate clinics.  Service  patients  came  from  92  of  the  100  counties  of  our 
State.  This  represents  specialized  medical  care  in  twenty-five  different 
fields  of  medicine  and  surgery.  It  represents  the  services  of  skilled 
medical  specialists  and  special  equipment  in  each  of  these  fields.  It 
represents  a  medical  staff  and  equipment  which,  because  of  the  many 
skills  and  the  large  investment  involved,  cannot  be  provided  except  in 
such  a  medical  center.  It  provides  medical  service  of  the  highest  order 
for  our  people  in  North  Carolina,  whatever  their  financial  circumstances 
may  be. 

The  new  Cobalt  machine  is  in  full  operation,  providing  treatment 
for  about  35  cancer  patients  each  day.  Our  very  fine  plastic  surgeon  is 
doing  highly  skilled  work,  and  our  heart  surgeon  has  performed  suc- 
cessfully some  of  the  newest  and  most  difficult  heart  operations  known. 
These  services  are  typical  of  those  offered  by  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

If  a  person  wishes  to  go  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  for  treatment,  it  is 
necessary  that  an  appointment  be  made  in  advance.  When  an  appoint- 
ment is  requested,  accurate  information  must  be  given  as  to  the  general 
nature  of  the  patient's  problem  and  whether  he  needs  to  go  through  the 
out-patient  clinic,  rather  than  as  a  private  or  full-pay  patient.  The  out- 
patient department  is  open  to  persons  who  are  not  able  to  pay  the  full 
cost  of  their  medical  care.  In  cases  of  emergency,  or  the  need  for  im- 
mediate hospitalization,  a  local  physician  should  always  call  or  write  the 
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hospital  in  order  that  he  may  give  the  medical  information  required  be- 
fore the  proper  arrangements  can  be  made.  If  a  person  will  not  be  able 
to  pay  his  full  hospital  bill  when  he  leaves  the  hospital,  definite  financial 
arrangements  should  be  made  when  he  is  admitted  to  the  hospital  and 
not  left  until  later.  This  can  prevent  misunderstanding  and  unnecessary 
hardship. 

It  appears  now  that  our  churches  of  the  State  have  made  their 
largest  Mother's  Day  offering  this  year.  We  are  grateful  for  this  because 
the  needs  for  help  have  been  greater  than  they  have  ever  been  before. 
Let  us  share  in  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  by  giving  generously 
of  our  prayers,  our  love,  and  our  money.  Forty-one  of  the  churches  of 
the  association  gave  to  the  hospital  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering, 
a  total  of  $1,331.92.

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REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

The  year  1956  was  another  busy  one  at  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes. 
We  were  able  to  admit  to  our  care  only  one  fifth  of  the  children  for 
whom  application  was  made.  There  were  a  total  of  813  applications.  Of 
this  number  only  169  children  could  be  admitted  to  some  phase  of  our 
program.  Certainly  all  the  other  644  were  in  need  or  their  applications 
would  not  have  been  signed  by  Baptist  Pastors. 

Careful  research  by  our  Social  Service  Department,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Pastors  who  had  signed  the  apphcations,  made  it  possible  to 
place  many  of  these  644  children  with  relatives  or  other  Agencies  where 
their  needs  are  being  met.  Many  others  could  not  be  placed  and  are  still 
waiting  for  someone  to  come  to  their  rescue. 

The  question  often  arises,  "How  many  dependent  children  should 
North  Carolina  Baptists  provide  for?"  Probably  an  exact  answer  is  im- 
possible. Last  year  we  served  a  total  of  751,  an  increase  of  15  over  the 
year  before.  Of  these,  126  were  supported  in  Foster  Boarding  Homes. 
Perhaps  a  conservative  estimate  is  that  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  should 
serve  about  1,000  children  annually. 

Another  need  is  the  Indian  Orphanage  at  Pembroke.  This  Home, 
which  cares  for  fifteen  to  twenty  children,  is  located  in  Robeson  County 
in  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association.  Since  this  Home  has  not  been 
and  probably  cannot  be  adequately  supported  by  the  local  Association, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  at  their  regular 
annual  meeting  in  May,  1957,  voted  unanimously  to  recommend  to  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  at  its  annual  meeting  in  November,  that  the 
Pembroke  Orphanage  be  made  a  part  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Child  Care  Program. 

If  the  Convention  approves  this  action,  it  will  necessitate  the  erec- 
tion of  one  Cottage  at  Pembroke  at  a  cost  of  about  $50,000.00,  and  an 
additional  operating  budget  of  about  $20,000.00  per  year. 

HOW  CAN  BAPTISTS  FINANCE  THESE  ADDITIONAL  NEEDS? 

We  believe  we  can  get  the  money  for  the  cottage  through  special 
gifts  and  bequests.  The  current  support  would  have  to  come  through 
the  Churches.  Our  Baptist  Churches  have  two  plans  for  supporting  the 
Children's  Homes: 

Plan  Number  I  is  a  combination  of  the  Once-A-Month  Offering  and 
the  Cooperative  Program.  Through  this  plan  the  Homes  receive  a  fixed 
amount.  This  cannot  be  increased  or  decreased  except  by  vote  of  the 
Convention. 

Plan  Number  II  is  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  Every  dollar  of  this 
comes  to  the  Children's  Homes  and  may  be  increased  by  the  Churches 
to  meet  the  increasing  needs  as  far  as  our  people  wish  to  go. 

The  only  possible  way  now  for  your  Children's  Homes  to  get  more 
money  to  meet  these  challenging  needs  is  through  an  increased  Thanks- 
giving Offering  in  November.  If  every  Church  will  increase  its  Thanks- 
giving Offering  ten  per  cent  this  will  give  us  the  $20,000.00  to  support 
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the  children  at  Pembroke.  As  our  people  go  beyond  this  amount  in  their 
giving,  we  will  expand  the  Foster  Home  Program  and  care  for  some  of 
the  644  children  who  had  to  be  turned  away  last  year.  Surely  the  Master 
is  not  pleased  with  His  servants  until  they  have  done  their  best.

REPORT  ON  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

The  one-hundredth  session  of  the  one-hundred-twelve  year  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  in  the  International  Amphitheatre 
May  28-31,  1957  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  with  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren,  president, 
presiding.  Th  general  theme  of  the  Convention  program  was  "That  the 
world  may  know".  I  in  Ihem,  and  thou  in  me,  ihat  ihey  may  be  made 
perfect  in  one;  ond  lhal  the  world  may  know  thai  Ihou  hast  sent  me,  and 
hast  loved  them,  as  thou  hast  loved  me.    (John  17:23) 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  one  of  the  largest  religious 
bodies  in  the  world  today.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  made 
up  of  30,834  churches  with  membership  of  8,708,823.  In  1956  the  total 
gifts  from  the  Southern  Baptist  Churches  for  all  causes  were  $372,136,- 
675.00.  There  are  23  State  Conventions  and  the  District  of  Columbia  in 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Also  there  are  Southern  Baptist  Min- 
isters in  24  other  States,  and  nine  (9)  Southern  Baptist  Ministers  in 
Hawaii. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  seeking  to  win  lost  people  all 
over  the  world.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  begins  at  home  with 
the  men,  women,  and  boys  and  girls  in  the  pew.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

Our  Baptist  work  in  North  Carolina  continues  to  grow  and  develop  as: 
Our  churches  are  help'ng  to  make  Christ  known  to  the  Association,  to 
the  State  and  to  the  World  through  these  ministries  of  State  Missions: 

1.  Teaching  the  word  and  winning  the  lost  through  Sunday  Schools, 
Vacation  Bible  Schools,  Evangelism,  and  Brotherhood. 

2.  Training  church  members  for  christian  living,  giving,  and  service 
through  Baptist  Training  Union,  Baptist  Student  Union,  Dept.  of 
Church  Music,  Royal  Ambassadors,  Assemblies,  and  Rural  Church 
Work. 

3.  Assistance  and  Service  to  Pastors  and  Churches  through  Pas- 
toral support,  lots  for  new  churches,  Audio-Visual  aids,  Preach- 
ers Schools,  Church  planning  and  Fruitland  Bible  Institute. 

4.  Care,  Concern,  and  Conservation  through  Sanatorium  Ministry, 
Baptist  History,  Student  Loan  Fund,  Silent  People,  Other  Races, 
Allied  Church  League,  and  Church  State  Separation. 

The  sources  of  support  whereby  State  Missions  can  function  effect- 
ively and  fruitfully  in  all  these  phases  of  work  are: 

1.  Co-operative  Program 

2.  Sunday  School  Board 

3.  Home  Mission  Board 

4.  W.  M.  U.  Week  of  Prayer 

5.  Miscellaneous  Income 

6.  Offering  through  Sunday  School  and  Church  on  State  Mission 
Day. 

The  Day  designated  as  State  Mission  Day  is  the  last  Sunday  in 
October  of  each  year.  We  are  asking  that  this  Day  be  stressed  in  every 
church  and  that  plans,  preparation,  and  publicity  be  given  in  order  that 
the  people  may  be  prepared  to  give. 

The  growth  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  is  proof  that  we  have  a  great 
State  Mission  Program.  In  1830  the  Primitive  Baptist  pulled  away  and 
left  about  8,000  of  us  Missionary  Baptist.  We  set  up  a  small  State  Mis- 
sion program  and  from  that  time  State  Missions  has  blazed  the  trail  to 
our  present  membership  of  more  than  800,000,  and  gifts  for  all  purposes 
last  year  of  more  than  $33,000,000.  Fellow  Baptist  let's  make  it  greater 
this  fall  by  giving  the  largest  State  Mission  Offering  in  all  history. 

The  Total  Budget  needs  for  State  Missions  is  above  $500,000.  Unless 
we  go  beyond  this  figure  we  will  not  be  able  to  expand.  We  hope  every 
church  will  stiess  the  ''Prove  Me",  Tithers  program  beginning  October  1 
and  running  through  December.    If  our  people  will  tithe  and  give  pro- 
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portionately  to  State  Missions,  we  will  be  able  to  do  a  greater  work  in 
the  years  to  come.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

Sunday  School  work  is  one  of  the  most  inspiring  and  fruitful  fields 
of  the  church  work.  For  most  boys  and  girls  it  is  the  agency  of  the 
church  which  they  come  in  contact  with  first.  It  is  the  greatest  medium 
through  which  we  present  the  word  of  God. 

The  Sunday  School  should  be  the  chief  soul  winning  agency  of  the 
church.  It  is  therefore  fitting  that  the  pastor  should  be  the  real  head 
and  inspiration  of  the  Sunday  School.  He  and  the  Superintendent 
should  work  together  in  promoting  this  great  agency  of  the  church. 

We  have  50  active  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Association  with  an  en- 
rollment of  over  6,000.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  enrollment  over 
last  year  and  also  in  average  attendance,  but  there  are  many  people  in 
our  Association  who  are  not  in  Sunday  School.  They  can  be  found  in 
every  church  community.  If  we  could  enroll  every  person  in  the  Sun- 
day School  it  would  mean  greater  soul  winning  opportunities;  churches 
would  be  strengthened;  homes  would  be  fortified;  and  our  mission  work 
would  be  extended.  Jesus  commissioned  his  disciples  (1)  to  go,  (2)  to 
make  disciples,  (3)  to  baptize  them,  (4)  to  teach  and  to  train  them  so  that 
they  might  go  and  make  more  disciples  and  in  this  continuing  and  ever 
enlarging  circle  carry  on  what  he  had  begun  until  his  purpose  shall  be 
realized.  Statistics  show  that  one  person  out  of  every  three  unsaved 
people  are  won  to  Christ  who  attend  Sunday  School,  while  only  one  out 
of  every  245  non-attenders  are  won.  LET  US  ENROLL  EVERY  PER- 
SON IN  OUR  ASSOCIATION  THIS  NEXT  YEAR. 

Several  of  our  churches  have  conducted  S.  S.  Study  Courses  this  year 
and  have  also  had  a  week  of  Bible  Study,  using  the  book  "THE  GOSPEL 
ACCORDING  TO  PAUL".  April  29-May  3  we  had  an  Associational 
Central  Training  School  at  the  East  Sylva  Church  with  many  churches 
receiving  awards. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  Convention  has  been  held  each 
month  with  good  attendance.  We  meet  each  month  on  Monday  night 
after  each  fourth  Sunday  at  7:30.  Brother  Forest  Blankenship,  our 
Superintendent  for  the  year,  is  to  be  commended  on  the  way  he  led  all 
of  our  churches  in  this  great  work.  We  regret  that  we  had  to  give  him 
up  but  we  feel  that  he  will  render  a  great  service  in  the  Haywood  As- 
sociation where  he  is  now  serving  as  pastor.  We  want  to  be  much  in 
prayer  for  our  new  Superintendent  and  cooperate  with  him  in  promot- 
ing the  work  this  coming  year. 

There  have  been  44  Vacation  Bible  Schools  conducted  this  summer 
with  two  more  to  be  conducted  next  year.  The  enrollment  has  reached 
2,127;  an  average  attendance  of  2,017;  103  children  enrolled  in  Bible 
School  that  never  attend  Sunday  School.   There  were  89  conversions  and 
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135  dedications.  $517.56  was  given  to  missions  through  the  Bible 
Schools.  We  commend  all  those  who  have  had  a  part  in  helping  to  give 
to  our  boys  and  girls  an  opportunity  to  attend  Bible  School.  We  wish 
to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Zanon,  Rev. 
R.  D.  Gregg,  Rev.  Alton  Hoopar,  Miss  Bobbie  Ann  Harris,  and  Larry 
Tucker  for  the  success  of  the  Bible  School  work  this  summer. 

Several  of  our  churches  are  building  new  buildings  or  adding  more 
Sunday  School  rooms.  This  is  a  sign  of  growth,  for  as  we  add  more 
space  we  are  going  to  reach  more  people. 

September  is  the  month  for  our  Sunday  School  Planning  Meetings, 
when  we  come  together  to  plan  our  work  for  the  year.  May  we  set  big 
goals  this  year  and  strive  to  reach  them.  May  we  all  strive  for  an  en- 
larged vision  and  a  more  fruitful  year  in  1957-1958.

Temperance  is  defined  as,  moderation,  especially,  in  respect  to  the 
appetite  or  passion;  patience;  sobriety;  total  abstinence.  The  Bible  in- 
structs us  to  be  "temperate  in  all  things". 

Isn't  it  funny  that  princes  and  kings, 
And  clowns  that  caper  in  sawdust  rings, 
And  simple  folk  like  you  and  me. 
Are  builders  for  eternity? 
To  each  is  given  a  bag  of  tools, 
A  shapeless  mass  and  a  set  of  rules. 
And  each  must  make,  ere  life  is  done, 
A  stumbling  block,  or  a  stepping  stone. 
Every  person  that  has  ever  lived  has  either  been  a  stepping  stone 
or  a  stumbling  block  and  most  people  who  cannot  control  their  drink 
habit  are  definitely  a  stumbling  block  to  someone. 

In  America  today,  the  alcohol  problem  is  about  out  of  control,  and 
continues  to  grow  worse  every  year. 

Sometimes  we  think  that  the  people  who  become  alcoholics  are 
people  who  have  failed  in  life,  or  who  are  a  low  class  of  people.  Keely 
Institute,  of  Dwight,  Illinois,  gave  the  following  report  on  the  type  of 
patients  treated  there  in  a  twelve  month  period. 

ALCOHOLICS  BY  OCCUPATION 


Small  business  men,  merchants,  salesmen,  etc   28% 

Professions    21% 

Skilled  Laborers    17% 

Farmers    16% 

Unskilled  Laborers    13% 

Managers  and  Executives    3% 

Miscellaneous    6% 


A  more  recent  age  study  of  Keeley  patients  shows  that  83%  began 
drinking  when  they  were  below  twenty,  and  7.4%  between  21  and  25 
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years  of  age. 

The  average  alcoholic  has  been  drinking  for  at  least  twenty  years, 
however  many  men  and  women  become  alcoholics  in  a  much  shorter 
period  of  time. 

Last  year,  while  the  American  people  spent  less  than  7  billion  dol- 
lars for  public  schools  and  less  than  4  billion  for  all  church  and  charity 
purposes  they  spent  9M;  billion  for  alcoholic  beverages." 

Booze  is  responsible,  according  to  the  FBI,  for  59%  of  arrests  for  all 
offenses  in  the  United  States  last  year. 

Total  abstinence  is  the  Christian  answer  to  alcohol. 

In  our  Association  this  year,  we  have  had  ten  churches  to  teach  the 
Training  Union  Study  Course,  for  ail  age  groups,  on  alcohol,  and  some 
of  the  other  churches  plan  to  teach  it  at  a  later  date. 

Other  ways  that  we  can  help  combat  the  liquor  problem,  and  it  is 
a  problem,  here  in  our  own  Association  is  to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  with 
our  law  enforcement  officers. 

We  are  led  to  believe,  that  one  of  the  strongest  means  we  have  in 
combating  the  beer  and  whiskey  problem  is  through  our  Allied  Church 
League,  who  is  doing  a  swell  job  throughout  North  Carolina. 

In  this  Association  we  were  happy  to  have  a  part  in  the  circulation 
of  petitions,  asking  the  law  makers  of  our  state  for  a  state  wide  refer- 
endum. 

Some  3,000  residents  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  signed  the  pe- 
tition, along  with  almost  three  hundred  thousand  other  North  Carolina 
Baptists.  If  we  would  let  it,  it  would  almost  discourage  us  the  way  the 
petitions  were  kicked  around  and  cast  aside  and  never  reaching  the 
proper  authorities  at  the  proper  time,  but  that  only  makes  us  want  to 
work  harder. 

We  are  all  ashamed  of  the  issue  that  came  up  about  the  liquor  lobby- 
ist in  room  215  at  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel  in  Raleigh,  and  the  way  some  of 
our  legislators  were  being  bought  over  for  a  few  bottles  of  liquor. 

It's  too  bad,  that  the  guilty  parties  have  never  been  exposed  to  the 
public,  so  we  could  scratch  their  names  from  our  ballots  when  we  go 
to  vote.

REPORT  OF  TRAINING  UNION  FOR  1956-1957 

We  have  in  our  Association  fifty-one  churches.  We  have  twenty-six 
churches  with  approximately  sixteen  hundred  members.  This  leaves 
twenty-five  churches  with  no  Training  Union.  vSix  churches  reported 
Study  Courses,  with  three  hundred  seventy  six  (376)  Study  Course 
Awards  for  the  Association. 

We  had  during  the  year  four  officers  and  leaders  meetings,  four  ex- 
ecutive meetings,  and  four  mass  meetings.  We  also  observed  Youth 
Night  in  Sylva  Baptist  Church  with  a  good  number  present. 

Our  goal  for  1957-1958  is  to  work  for  at  least  five  new  Training 
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Unions  in  churches  this  year.  This  would  give  us  thirty-two  Training 
Unions  in  the  Association.  We  should  work  to  have  at  least  fifteen 
churches  having  Study  Courses.  For  our  goal  of  Study  Course  Awards, 
we  should  have  five  hundred  which  would  be  approximately  one-third 
of  our  enrollment.  Of  course,  we  want  to  have  all  of  our  officers  and 
leaders  meetings,  all  our  executive  meetings  and  Youth  Rally. 
Let's  hope  for  the  best  year  in  Training  Union  for  1957-1958.

The  annual  W.  M.  U.  Meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  at  Cullo- 
whee  with  good  attendance  and  a  good  program. 

Several  of  our  women  attended  the  State  W.  M.  U.  Leadership  Insti-

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the  Regional  annual  Meeting  in  Bryson  City,  and  the  Regional

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  Field  is  the  World.  -Baptists  are  fast  realizing  that  this  is  true. 
1956  was  characterized  by  the  accelerated  advances  in  World  Missions. 
Every  New  Testament  church  is,  or  should  be,  a  missionary  recruiting 
station.    More  of  our  young  people  should  be  trained  to  follow  Christ 
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on  the  Foreign  Mission  Fields.  We  can  do  this  by  our  gifts  of  not  only 
our  money,  but  mission  study,  prayer,  and  by  dedicating  our  lives  more 
fully  to  our  responsibilities. 

One  hundred  twenty-one  missionaries  were  appointed  for  service 
overseas.  This  represents  the  largest  number  of  appointments  ever  made 
in  a  year  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board's  history.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  there  were  1,113  missionaries  under  appointment.  The  appoint- 
ment goal  for  1957  is  130.  The  Board  expects  to  reach  its  Advance  Pro- 
gram goal  of  1750  missionaries  by  1964. 

Southern  Baptists  have  mission  work  in  thirty-eight  countries.  Our 
largest  work  is  established  in  Brazil,  Nigeria,  and  Japan,  During  the 
past  year,  our  missionaries  have  entered  three  new  countries,  Kenya  and 
Tanganyika  in  East  Africa  and  Pakistan  in  the  Indian  continent.  Work 
has  been  strengthened  in  many  countries  where  beginnings  have  been 
made.  New  projects  have  been  launched.  The  most  outstanding  one 
was  the  opening  of  Hong  Kong  Baptist  College  which  offers  remarkable 
educational  opportunities,  and  located  near  the  doorway  of  Red  China. 
Medical  work  has  gone  forward  with  the  construction  of  new  hospitals. 
Wallace  Memorial  Hospital  opened  in  March.  A  Baptist  clinic  opened  in 
Hong  Kong,  the  first  Baptist  hospital  in  Mexico  was  dedicated  this  year 
and  other  countries  are  planning  to  build  new  hospitals. 

Mission  work  is  carried  on  through  various  institutions  on  each 
mission  field,  the  churches,  schools,  hospitals,  publications  plants  and 
good  will  centers.  All  are  inter-active  and  the  goal  is  evangelization. 
The  2,730  churches  and  5,099  outstations  report  24,423  baptisms  during 
the  year. 

A  new  high  peak  has  been  reached  in  the  number  of  volunteers  for 
mission  service.  There  are  more  young  people  now  in  touch  with  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  looking  toward  service  abroad  than  ever  before. 

Southern  Baptists  have  demonstrated  their  determination  to  ad- 
vance in  a  worldwide  ministry  through  increased  giving.  The  total  in- 
come of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  1956  was  $12,733,681.  Determin- 
ation of  Southern  Baptists  to  advance  in  world  missions  has  also  been 
demonstrated  by  the  growth  of  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering, 
which  amounted  to  $5,240,745.39.  In  our  own  Association,  the  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  Offering  given  by  the  W.  M.  U.  amounted  to  approx- 
imately $805.88. 

Let  us  try  to  visualize  the  faith,  courage,  self-denial  and  sacrificial 
spirit  on  the  part  of  this  great  body  of  missionaries  and  national  Chris- 
tian workers  as  they  carry  out  the  Great  Commission,  "Go  ye  into  all 
the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature".

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PROMOTIONS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Your  Promotions  Committee  met  quarterly  during  the  past  Associa- 
tional  year.  There  were  no  special  meetings  called  for.  At  the  first 
meeting"  of  the  committee,  in  keeping  with  the  by-laws  of  the  constitu- 
tion, a  chairman,  vice-chairman  and  secretary  were  elected.  The  fol- 
lowing matters  of  business  were  transacted:  The  new  location  for  the 
Baptist  Office  was  approved.  Three  members  were  elected  to  serve  on 
the  executive  committee  for  region  10.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
study  the  Associational  Committees  to  see  that  no  person  was  serving 
on  more  than  one  committee,  in  keeping  with  the  new  constitution.  An 
application  for  Mr.  E,  P.  Williams  to  be  admitted  to  the  Home  for  the 
Aging  was  approved.    18  churches  were  represented  at  the  meeting. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  December  10  with  16  churches  rep- 
resented. An  application  was  approved  for  supplement  in  pastor's  salary 
for  the  Cashiers  Church.  The  finance  committee  presented  their  report 
and  recommended  a  new  plan  of  financing  the  Associational  work.  The 
plan  was  discussed  thoroughly  and  approved  by  the  body.  This  plan  was 
also  presented  to  the  spring  session  of  the  Association  and  will  be  up  for 
consideration  at  this  Association. 

The  third  meeting  was  held  March  14.  At  this  meeting  the  com- 
mittee approved  securing  two  workers  for  V.  B.  S.  for  a  period  of  six 
weeks.

At 
this  meeting  Mr.  R.  O.  Vance,  Jr.,  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Nom- 
inating Committee  due  to  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Blankenship.  An  ap- 
plication was  approved  for  the  Big  Ridge  church  to  receive  aid  from  the 
Baptist  State  convention.  The  program  for  the  Annual  Association  was 
presented  and  approved.  It  was  voted  that  the  Clerk  be  asked  to  read 
all  reports  presented  without  someone  to  read  them.  Bro.  J.  E.  Brown 
was  appointed  to  bring  suggestions  to  the  Association  concerning  the 
By-Laws,  in  regard  to  the  Name  of  the  Association.  Rev.  R.  W.  Abrams 
was  elected  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Promotions  committee  for  the 
year  1957-58.

The  credentials  committee  met  on  May  25,  1957  in  the  Wilkes  Dale 
Baptist  Church  with  other  brother  pastors  and  deacons  to  examine 
Brother  Charles  Stewart  for  the  Christian  ministry.

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TUCKASEIGEE  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

(Revised  August  16,  1957) 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  b-  the  Tuckaseigee 
Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  exten- 
sion of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony, 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers 
and  messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have 
been  previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and 
four  members  from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof 
shall  compose  the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association 
shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying 
to  the  association  for  membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall 
come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  one  year  for  ob- 
servation. At  the  expiration  of  that  time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the 
church,  it  may  be  voted  in  by  majority  vote  of  the  association, 
provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter  and  at  least  one  messenger 
present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a 
moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian, 
Sunday  School  superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  superintendent.  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  Presi- 
dent of  Deacon's  organization,  Brotherhood  President,  Superintendent 
of  Education,  and  a  parliamentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
association  may  desire  to  elect,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general 
officers  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession, 
with  the  exception  of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association, 
who  may  be  re-elected  to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Association.  The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees 
of  the  Association  shall  be  for  not  more  than  two  years.  No  committee 
member  may  succeed  himself  until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after 
his  official  term  has  expired.  No  member  of  the  Association  may 
be  permitted  to  hold  membership  in  more  than  one  committee  during 
one  year,  except  in  the  case  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, (c)  The  term  general  officers  shall  apply  to  the  moderator, 
vice  moderator,    clerk,    assistant  clerk  and  treasurer. 
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ARTICLE  VII.  (a)  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain 
the  order  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides 
for  the  vice  moderator,  (b)  He  shall  appoint  the  committee  on  com- 
mittees and  all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  the 
body  not  named  by  the  committee  on  committees  in  its  regular  report, 
(c)  The  vice  moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in  case  of  absence 
or  incapacitation  of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until 
another  moderator  is  elected,  (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete 
and  accurate  record  of  all  transactions;  he  shall  prepare  a  book  of 
reports  to  be  distributed  to  messengers  and  pastors  at  the  beginning 
of  each  day's  session  of  the  annual  meeting;  and  he  shall  cause  to  be 
printed  a  minute  concerning  the  records  made,  (e)  The  clerk  shall 
mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association,  blanks  for  the  prep- 
aration of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  'received  from  the  state 
convention  office,  (f)  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  by  the 
order  of  the  executive  committee  or  the  association  while  in  session,  the 
money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a  complete  report  to  the  association  at 
each  session,  (g)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  rec- 
ords of  the  association  up  to  date,  (h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other 
officers  to  execute  the  function  of  their  office  pertinent  to  a  well 
directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the 
discretion  of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not 
contrary  thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of 
the  Deacon's  Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superin- 
tendent of  Education,  Associational  Missionary,  Parliamentarian  and 
the  pastor  and  one  member  from  each  church  in  the  association.  No 
pastor,  by  virtue  of  his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  dis- 
qualified as  a  member  of  the  Promotion  Committee,  from  repre- 
senting the  church  or  churches  he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association. 
Twelve  of  these  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee 
to  act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is 
not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session 
of  the  association. 

I  ARTICLE  XII.    The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 

j    present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 
I  ARTICLE  XIII.    The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 

ji  by  a  miajority  vote  fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  unor- 
thodox in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present 
itself  either  by  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  with- 
out sufficient  reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice. 
The  support  of  the  ^causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of 
this  association  in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a 
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missionary  body.  Any  church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from 
the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  com- 
mittees as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work 
of  the  Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  communities  are  to 
be  nominated  annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  other- 
wise determined  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must 
be  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  All  vacancies  occurring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the 
Promotion  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Com^mittee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place 
designated  by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday 
of  each  quarter.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own 
chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association 
a  letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two 
weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  com- 
mittee on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association: 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan 
the  annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the 

■  ,  Executive  Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee 
is  to  bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination 
of  the  personnel  of  the  standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Com.mittee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare 
for  recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association 
the  budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming 
year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suit- 
able resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such 
candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their 
call  and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recom- 
mendations as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is 
a  member  about  his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and 
arrange  the  proper  services  of  ordination  when  such  assist- 
ance is  needed.  The  Executive  Committee  should  be 
informed  regularly  of  the  work  of  the  committee.  Each 
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church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is  urged  to  consult 
with  the  committee. 

6.  Nominating  Committee:  'It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and 
have  this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New 
Churches: 

This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising 
with  groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and 
offer  such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit 
a  written  report  of  same  to  the  association  or  Executive 
committee  and  grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate 
of  commendation  which  must  be  presented  with  the  first 
letter  of  the  church  to  the  association.   This  committee  shall 
be  composed  of  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association.    Seven  members  shall  constitute 
a   quorum.    The    chairman   of    the    committee    shall  be 
named  by  the  committee  on  committees.

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Historian's  Report — 1958 

That  the  churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  have 
made  history  is  evident  in  the  fact  that  this  is  the  one  hundred  twenty- 
ninth  annual  session  of  the  body.  Our  pioneer  Baptist  had  a  vision 
of  the  future.  They  organized  new  churches,  built  meeting  houses 
and  established  schools  that  the  name  of  Christ  be  lifted  up  in  the 
Mountains  of  Western  North  Carolina.  All  their  labors  and  prayers 
were  made  under  very  difficult  circumstances.  Today  we  are  making 
history  for  tomorrow.  Our  records  will  be  read  by  those  who  come 
aft'er  us.    What  will  those  records  include  from  your  church? 

The  Rev.  Ray  McCall  reports  that  the  Balsam  Church  has  been 
painted  inside  and  outside,  an  electric  bell  system  installed  in  Sunday 
School  rooms,  an  oil  furnace  installed  and  the  parking  area  of  the 
church  enlarged  and  improved.  A  B.T.U.  has  been  organized  and  four 
deacons  ordained,  Jack  Fisher,  Harley  Barnett,  Vencent  Crisp  and 
Billy  Crawford. 

The  Rev.  J.  E.  Brown,  pastor  of  Calvary  Church  reports  a  new 
entrance  built  to  the  church  grounds,  a  new  lighting  system  installed 
and  a  building  fund  set  up  to  re.seat  the  building  and  build  Sunday 
School  rooms. 

The  Rev.  Ralph  Stanley,  who  was  called  recently  to  the  Cashiers 
Church,  reports  all  indebtedness  of  the  church  paid,  a  new  entrance 
to  the  church  built  and  the  grounds  graveled.  A  Y.W.A.  has  been 
organized  with  Mrs.  Jean  Stewart  as  leader. 

The  Rev.  Quentin  M.  Perrault,  pastor  of  the  Cullowhee  church 
reports  that  the  Sunday  School  rooms  of  the  church  have  been 
redecorated  and  a  new  Sunday  School  class  organized. 

Mrs.  Ruby  Birchfield,  clerk  of  the  East  Sylva  Church,  reports 
that  an  indebtedness  of  eight  hundred  dollars  spent  on  the  improve- 
ment of  Sunday  School  rooms  has  been  paid  and  a  beautiful  scene 
for  the  baptistry  bought.  Plans  are  now  under  way  to  build  addi- 
tional Sunday  School  'rooms.  A  new  building  was  built  at  East  Fork 
in  1955.  Walks  have  been  built  around  the  building  at  a  cost  of 
four  hundred  dollars.    The  Rev.  Grover  Cabe  is  pastor  of  the  church. 

Eva  Allen,  clerk  of  Green's  Creek  Church  reports  that  four  new 
Sunday  School  rooms  are  almost  completed. 

Jarrett  Memorial  Church  has  called  a  full  time  pastor,  the  Rev. 
Lawrence  Jackson,  who  reports  that  a  brotherhood  has  been  organized, 
new  pews  have  been  purchased,  and  the  floors  of  the  sanctuary  re- 
finished. 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Myers,  pastor  of  the  Hamburg  church  reports  that 
eight  Sunday  School  rooms  and  an  assembly  room  have  been  com- 
pleted in  a  new  addition  to  the  church.  A  brotherhood  has  been 
organized  with  Frank  D.  Bryson  as  president.  This  church  had  the 
signal  honor  of  having  Dr.  Fred  Brown,  a  former  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  a  native  of  the  Hamburg  Community 
as  guest  speaker  at  the  homecoming  in  1957. 

The  Rev.  Fred  Rice,  pastor  of  the  Heddy  Mountain  Church, 
reports  a  great  revival  of  interest  in  this  church  with  the  addition  of 
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new  members  and  rededication  of  the  old  members.  A  Sunday  School 
has  been  organized.  He  adds  "Pray  much  for  this  small  church  located 
in  the  very  southern  most  part  of  Jackson  County." 

The  Rev.  Sterling  Melton,  pastor  of  Moses  Creek,  -reports  that 
the  building  has  been  painted,  a  bell  tower  erected,  beautification  of 
the  grounds,  and  other  improvements. 

The  Rev.  Hubert  Bryson  was  called  as  pastor  of  the  New  Hope 
Church  in  July.  He  reports  that  the  building  has  been  repainted 
on  the  inside,  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  on  the 
cemetery,  and  water  has  been  piped  to  the  church.  A  Brotherhood 
has  been  organized  and  the  W.  M.  S.  reorganized. 

Mrs.  Ruby  Cagle,  clerk  of  the  Old  Savannah  Church,  reports 
that  additional  land  has  been  bought  for  a  parking  lot.  The  over- 
head of  the  church  has  been  refinished,  the  church  repainted  and  the 
bell-tower  remodeled. 

J.  M.  Lambert,  pastor  of  the  Scotts  Creek  Church,  reports  that 
a  new  parsonage  has  been  built.  The  Rev.  Lambert  was  called  to 
this  church  in  January  following  the  retirement  of  the  Rev.  B.  S. 
Hensley,  who  had  been  pastor  of  the  church  for  sixteen  years.  The 
Rev.  Lambert  said  of  Hensley  "He  did  a  great  work  and  the  church 
grew  under  his  leadership.  He  will  be  remembered  for  the  giving 
of  himself  for  church  and  community."  The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hensley 
are  living  in  Asheville. 

The  Rev.  Abrams,  pastor  of  the  Sylva  Church,  reports  that  a 
ground-breaking  was  held  on  November  1,  1957,  and  work  on  the 
new  church  building  began  immediately.  Mrs.  Hattie  Hilda  Allison 
was  ordained  as  a  deaconess  in  August,  1957. 

Mrs.  Cordelia  Ashe,  clerk  of  Tilley  Creek  Church,  reports  that  the 
church  licensed  the  Rev.  Will  Webb  to  preach  and  called  him  as  their 
pastor. 

The  Rev.  Finley  Fox,  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Church  reports  that 
the  walls  of  the  sanctuary  of  the  new  church  building  have  been 
finished  and  a  Y.  W.  A.  organized. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Middleton,  pastor  of  the  Wilkesdale  Church, 
reports  that  a  new  organ  has  been  bought,  the  choir  loft  remodeled 
and  the  building  repainted  both  inside  and  outside. 

Our  hearts  have  been  saddened  this  year  by  the  death  of  the 
Rev.  W.  N.  Cook,  who  was  a  faithful  leader  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Asso- 
ciation for  many  years. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Edwards  Zannon  as  our  Asso- 
ciational  Missionary  is  a  great  loss  to  us.  As  we  recall  her  work 
among  us  and  the  sacrifices  that  she  has  made  to  carry  out  the 
"Great  Commission"  in  our  churches  may  we  pray  that  as  she  goes 
forward  into  a  larger  field  that  her  work  will  be  blessed  in  a  great 
way.

Jesus'  command  to  us  is,  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you;  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  World.    Matt.  28:19-20. 

Here  Jesus  summed  up  God's  purpose  in  the  world  and  the 
objective  toward  which  God's  people  must  ever  move  in  full  dedi- 
cation if  they  are  to  be  in  His  will  with  Christ  as  Lord. 

The  purpose  of  God  in  which  He  uses  His  people  and  the  only 
purpose  in  which  He  uses  them  is  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 
Evangelization  means  "making  disciples,"  and  "baptizing  them,"  and

commanded.  Thus  a  person  is  not  evangelized  until  he  becomes  an 
evangelist.

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Taught  two  (B.T.U.)  Study  Courses. 
Taught  five  Sunday  School  study  courses. 
Helped  to  promote  Associational   (V.B.S.)  clinic. 
Have  held  twelve   (V.B.S.)    and  have  helped  in  thirteen  other 
Schools. 

Have  preached  twenty  four  messages  of  which  eight  have  been 
supply  work  for  the  pastors  of  the  churches.

In  view  of  this 
action,  the  price  was  set  at  $1.00  per  copy  for  this  year's  minutes; 
with  each  church  receiving  credit  for  all  monies  they  had  sent  last 
year.  Also,  it  was  agreed  that  this  year's  minutes  be  dedicated  to 
the  memory  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  W.  N.  Cook  as  originally  planned  last 
year. 

(5)  Received  the  report  of  the  office  equipment  committee  that 
a  duplicating  machine  had  been  purchased  for  $165.00  and  a  typewriter 
had  been  purchased  for  $210.00. 

(6)  Approved  Mr.  Furman  Dillard  as  Vacation  Bible  School 
worker  for  10  weeks  this  summer  at  $30.00  per  week. 

(7)  Approved  the  plan  to  participate  in  an  Associational  Sunday 
School  Enlargement  Effort  this  fall  and  a  simultaneous  revival  effort 
next  spring,  April  10-23.

The  Great  Commission  is  given  by  Jesus  to  "go  teach  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you,"  giving  the 
command  to  all  of  his  followers  throughout  the  ages.  So  teaching 
the  Bible  is  made  imperative  by  the  command  of  our  Lord,  to  be 
taught  the  Word  is  essential  in  the  development  of  Christian  growth. 
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A  church's  most  effective  way  of  teaching  the  Bible  is  through 
a  properly  organized  and  functioning  Sunday  School.  The  Sunday 
School  has  the  Bible  as  its  only  text  book.  It  fills  the  needs  for  all, 
beginning  with  the  youngest  child  and  continuing  through  to  the  oldest 
adult.  Our  Sunday  School  puts  major  emphasis  on  reaching  people — 
people  in  all  walks  of  life;  people  of  all  classes;  the  lost  as  well  as 
the  saved.  By  teaching  the  Bible  from  Sunday  to  Sunday  to  the  large 
number  of  lost  people,  it  provides  a  church  with  its  greatest  oppor- 
tunity for  Evangelism. 

We  have  50  active  Sunday  Schools  in  the  association,  and  in 
many,  we  have  had  an  increase  in  the  enrollment.  But  think  of  the 
hundreds  still  in  our  association  that  have  not  been  reached.  Let  us 
assume  the  responsibility  that  rests  upon  each  of  us  to  go  after  them. 
So  that  souls  can  be  won,  churches  strengthened  and  homes  fortified 
throughout  the  land. 

Several  of  our  churches  have  conducted  Sunday  School  study 
courses  and  have  had  a  week  of  Bible  Study  from  the  book  of  Mark.

Report  of  the  Baptist  Brotherhood 

The  Associational  Brotherhood  was  organized  two  years  ago  at 
the  East  Sylva  Church.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  and  honor  to  have 
served  as  its  president  for  two  years. 

The  full  enlistment  and  utilization  of  men  for  Christ  is  the 
greatest  challenge  facing  our  churches  today. 

A  rapid  growth  in  the  Brotherhood  movement  has  been  witnessed 
in  every  section  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  since  1940.  Tens 
of  thousands  of  men  have  responded  to  this  organization  which  has 
as  its  objective  the  enlistment  of  men  in  magnifying  all  the  work  of 
their  churches  and  denomination. 

The  Brotherhood  enrollment  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
has  grown  to  approximately  375,000  men,  and  that  the  number  of 
churches  within  the  Convention  reporting  Brotherhoods  had  climbed 
to  a  record  high  of  12,000. 

The  Royal  Ambassadors  have  shown  splendid  gains,  we  now 
have  approximately  10,000  chui^ches  reporting  Royal  Ambass'ador 
Chapters,  and  the  enrollment  in  the  Chapters  has  reached  approxi- 
mately 175,000  boys. 

We  now  have  in  our  association  ten  churches  reporting  Brother- 
hoods. We  have  made  some  gains  over  the  past  years,  we  are  hoping 
that  this  year  will  prove  to  be  one  that  will  always  be  remembered 
in  our  Brotherhood  work  here  in  our  association. 

We  now  have  a  full  staff  of  associational  Brotherhood  officers, 
who  are  willing  to  render  what  service  they  can  to  the  churches  in 
promoting  the  work  of  our  Southern  Baptist  program.

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Report  For  the  Associational  Deacons 

Since  its  organization  several  years  ago  this  group  of  deacons  from 
the  churches  of  our  association  has  had  far  reaching  and  untold  effect 
upon  our  churches. 

During  the  past  associational  year  the  Deacon  Organization  of  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association  has  been  led  by  the  following  officers: 
W.  G.  Dillard,  Chairman,  Astor  Plemmons,  Jr.  Vice-President,  Ernest 
Penland,  Jr.  Secretary  and  C.  A.  Hoyle,  Program  Chairman. 

There  have  been  four  meetings  during  the  year  as  we  met  with 
East  Sylva,  Scotts  Creek,  Buff  Creek  and  CuUowhee.  Excellent  pro- 
grams have  been  arranged  which  have  helped  to  present  the  duties, 
privileges  and  obligations  of  those  who  have  agreed  to  accept  their 
churches  most  important — next  to  the  pastor — position.  As  the  record 
will  show,  far  too  few  of  our  deacons  have  taken  advantage  of  these 
meetings  in  order  that  they  might  learn  how  better  to  serve.  At 
these  four  meetings  we  have  had  an  average  attendance  of  approxi- 
mately 125  with  about  40  of  these  being  deacons;  an  average  of  only 
14  of  our  churches  being  represented  by  a  member  of  their  deacon 
board. 

As  we  are  now  entering  into  another  year  may  each  church  urge 
their  deacons  to  attend  these  meetings  and  may  each  deacon  remem- 
ber as  it  is  recorded  in  Acts  the  sixth  chapter  after  the  deacons 
were  appointed  to  relieve  the  ministers  "the  word  of  God  increased 
and  the  number  of  the  disciples  multiplied."

Report  on  State  Missions  1959 

STATE  MISSIONS  as  the  missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  to  reach  the  unsaved  for  Christ  and  to  teach,  train, 
and  enlist  the  saved  in  giving,  living,  and  serving  through  the 
churches  and  throughout  the  world. 

I.  SEEING  THE  NEEDS 

(A)  There  are  over  4,500,000  people  in  the  State.  About  2,100,- 
000  of  these  above  the  age  of  eight  years  are  affiliated  with  some  kind 
of  church.  Over  2,000,000  above  the  age  of  eight  years  are  unchurched. 
Perhaps  25  percent  of  the  affiliated  church  members  are  unsaved; 
then  more  than  60  percent  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina  are  lost. 

(B)  We  have  over  868,000  Baptist  church  members  in  North 
Carolina.  Perhaps  40  percent  of  these  are  enlisted  and  are  being 
taught  in  Christian  giving,  living,  and  serving.  This  means  that 
60  percent  of  our  church  members  are  not  dedicated  to  the  Christian 
profession.  In  this  undeveloped  area,  the  churches  have  their  primary 
challenge. 

(C)  The  above  needs  present  the  purpose  and  challenge  of 
State  Missions,  and  demand  a  varied  program  of  mission  activity. 

II.  MEETING  THESE  NEEDS  THROUGH  STATE  MISSIONS 

(A)    Our  people  need  to   he  taught.     Therefore  many  of  the

phases  of  our  State  Missions'  Work  are  promoted  through  the  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  Royal  Ambassadors,  Church 
Development,  and  Music  departments.  Over  2,800  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  will  be  'reported  this  year,  giving  over  $50,000  to  World 
Missions.  Several  thousands  of  our  Baptist  people  attended  assem- 
blies at  Fruitland,  Caswell,  and  Ridgecrest  this  summer.  Many  of  our 
new,  rural  and  urban  churches  have  been  enlisted  in  our  Baptist 
program  of  stewardship  and  organizational  life.  Many  quarter  or 
half-time  churches  have  been  led  to  activate  a  full-time  program  of 
service. 

(B)  Since  60  percent  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina  are  lost — 
they  need  the  Saviour.  State  Missions  provides  a  Department  of 
Evangelism  that  seeks  to  inspire  pastors  and  churches  to  evangelize 
their  communities;  also  to  plan  and  promote  united  evangelistic  efforts 
on  a  state  and  associational-wide  scale. 

(C)  A  growing  population  demands  a  new  and  stronger  church. 
State  Missions  provides  a  necessary  and  significant  ministry  through 
aid  on  some  church  buildings  and  the  purchase  of  sites  for  new 
churches  and  some  one  hundred  or  more  salaries  for  pastors.  Six 
out  of  ten  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina  have  been  assisted  in 
one  or  more  ways  through  this  department. 

(D)  Pastors'  Schools  are  promoted  through  State  Missions  to 
meet  the  growing  demand  for  better  trained  pastors.  Last  year  about 
175  pastors  received  better  training  at  Fruitland.  Refresher  courses 
are  offered  at  Mars  Hill  and  Chowan  Colleges  each  summer  for  all 
pastors  and  their  wives. 

(E)  State  Missions  seeks  to  minister  to  the  colored  races  in  our 
midst  through  the  Department  of  Interracial  Cooperation.  Our  main 
emphasis  is  to  help  train  their  leadership. 

(F)  Other  areas  and  challenges  of  State  Missions  work  are, 
namely:  the  Allied  Church  League;  the  silent  people;  the  camp 
and  assembly  at  Fruitland  and  Caswell;  the  department  of  Church 
planning;  Brotherhood  and  Royal  Ambassadors  Work;  Baptist  Student 
Program;  Separation  of  State  and  Church;  and  etc. 

in.    SOURCES  OF  SUPPORT 

(A)  These  great  and  growing  needs  of  State  Missions  are  sup- 
ported largely  by  our  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  our 
special  State  Missions  offering  in  the  churches  on  the  third  Sunday 
of  September. 

(B)  Will  you,  as  incHviduals,  through  your  Sunday  School. 
W.M.U.,  and  Church  do  your  part  so  that  the  first  part  of  the  Great 
Commission  might  be  obeyed — and  that  these  rich  ministries  might  be 
continued  and  that  next  year  North  Carolina  and  the  world  might 
have  more  Christians  and  be  more  Christian.

Report  on  Home  Missions 

What  is  Home  Missions?  It  is  our  United  States  and  other  out 
posts,  also  our  love  and  compassion  for  the  foreigners  in  the  U.  S.  A.,

as  well  as  the  American  people.  How  can  we  say  we  are  Missionary- 
Baptists  and  yet  have  prejudice  and  hate  for  other  races.  We  have 
great  opportunities  in  this  field  of  work. 

Our  home  mission  work  is  carried  on  by  members  of  the  board 
and  we  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  work  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  consists  of  the  following  duties. 

1.  The  Indians:    We  have  missionaries  working  with  these. 

2.  Military:  All  Chaplains  are  commissioned  by  the  Home  Mission 
Board. 

3.  Outposts:    These  include  Panama,  Cuba  and  Alaska. 

4.  Student  Mission  Work:  Students  serve  during  the  summer 
in  revivals,  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  and  other  phases  of  work. 

Language  groups:  This  is  for  people  who  live  in  our  Southern 
Baptist  territory  but  who  speak  other  languages. 

6.  Women  Emergency  Home:  Here  they  take  care  of  unwed 
mothers  and  provides  placement  of  babies  in  christian  homes. 

7.  Ministers  to  Juvenile  Delinquents:  We  need  this  done  for 
there  is  a  great  increase  in  Juvenile  Delinquency. 

In  my  study  of  Home  Mission  work  I  find  we  have  made  some 
progress,  but  let  us  not  be  satisfied.  In  Acts  1 : 8  we  find  these  words, 
"And  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth." 
May  we  continue  to  pray  and  pay  that  others  may  know  our  Saviour.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions 

Baptists  are  fast  realizing  that  the  field  is  the  world.  Every 
New  Testament  church  is,  or  should  he  a  missionary  recruiting  sta- 
tion. More  of  our  young  people  should  be  trained  to  follow  Christ 
on  the  foreign  mission  field.  We  can  do  this  by  our  gifts  of  not  only 
our  money,  but  mission  study,  prayer,  and  by  dedicating  our  lives 
more  fully  to  our  responsibilities. 

Appointments  totaling  137  during  1958  and  36  from  January  to 
May,  1959,  bring  the  number  of  foreign  missionaries  in  active  service 
to  1,305.  The  appointment  goal  for  all  1959  is  140.  The  board  expects 
to  have  2,000  missionaries  under  appointment  by  the  close  of  Baptist 
Jubilee  Advance  in  1964. 

At  the  end  of  1958,  there  were  742  urgent  requests  for  new  mis- 
sionaries. 

Southern  Baptists  now  have  missiona'ries  in  39  countries,  with  a 
total  of  3,229  churches  and  6,116  chapels  and  mission  points,  with 
4,384  Sunday  Schools  and  a  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  341,151 
pupils.  There  were  29,990  baptisms  during  1958  and  church  member- 
ship reached  the  416,750  mark. 

Mission  work  is  carried  on  through  a  varying  number  of  institu- 
tions on  each  mission  field  such  as  churches,  schools,  hospitals,  good 
will  centers  and  many  others. 

May  we  consider  what  our  own  association  is  doing  to  advance 
God's  Kingdom  around  the  world.  In  1958,  we  gave  a  total  of  $12,041.61 
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to  all  mission  causes,  and  in  1959,  $11,329.04  both  designated  and  un- 
designated, the  greater  part  of  that  amount  being  used  in  N.  C.  to 
support  our  hospital  and  children's  home. 

We  are  thankful  to  God  for  calling  one  of  our  own  Jackson  county 
men  to  the  mission  field  within  the  past  year. 

Rev.  Dale  Hooper,  who  was  born  at  Tuckaseigee  and  spent  the 
first  15  or  16  years  of  his  life  here  was  appointed  last  summer  and  is 
now  serving  in  East  Africa. 

The  Jarrett  Memorial  Church  has  named  their  chapter  of  the 
Royal  Ambassadors  in  his  honor.

Report  on  Cooperative  Program

When  we  give  to  the  cooperative  program  we  do  these  things: 

We  worship  our  God. 

We  thank  Him  for  the  many  blessings. 

We  acknowledge  our  stewardship. 

We  share  in  the  support  of  these  things: 

1,200  missionaries  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

About  1,250  missionaries  of  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

Some  100  missionaries  working  in  many  parts  of  North  Carolina. 

The  purchase  of  lots  for  new  churches. 

Eighteen  activities  of  the  State  Mission  Program. 

Helping  some  7,000  students  in  Baptist  colleges  and  some  6,000  in 
our  seminaries. 

Helping  to  support  our  Baptist  hospitals  at  Winston-Salem  and 
New  Orleans,  La. 

Helping  to  support  two  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Winston-Sa- 
lem and  Albemarle,  N.  C. 

Helping  to  support  two  Baptist  Children's  Homes  with  700  children 
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at  Thomasville  and  Kinston,  N.  C.  (With  many  children  now  on  the 
waiting  list.) 

So  let  us  come  to  this  conclusion  that  we  may  be  sure  that  every 
dollar  we  give  to  the  Cooperative  Program  really  and  truly  reaches  to 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.

Report  on  Evangelism 

Evangelism  has  struck  deeply  into  the  life  of  Southern  Baptists — 
and  rightly  so.  It  is  the  chief  task  of  every  Christian  and  all  of  our 
organized  Christian  work.  It  is  still  an  unfinished  task.  Every  or- 
ganization, and  the  church  in  general,  must  be  reckoned  a  success  or 
a  failure  by  the  devotion  which  it  has  to  this  task. 

The  Tuckaseigee  Association  had  a  simultaneous  evangelistic 
effort  during  the  spring  of  1959.  Although  all  the  churches  did  not 
enter  this  effort,  most  of  our  churches  have  had  one  or  more  revivals 
during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  this  associational  year,  our  churches 
showed  a  gain  of  351  by  baptism  as  compared  with  247  in  1957,  and 
198  by  letter  in  this  year.    This  indicates  we  are  making  progress. 

Since  we  have  a  fast-growing  population  and  the  command  of 
Jesus  is  urgent,   we  must  put  forth  greater  effort  in  the  days  ahead 
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and  utilize  all  our  forces  to  evangelize.  If  evangelism  is  to  sweep  our 
denomination  and  our  world,  we  must  let  it  have  first  place  in  our 
thoughts  and  work. 

We  are  living  in  a  time  of  conflicts  and  confusion.  Men  and 
women  are  living  divided  lives.  The  Gospel  is  the  source  of  union 
and  united  strength.  Let  it  be  preached,  taught,  and  witnessed  with 
conviction,  and  its  impact  upon  men's  lives  will  be  electrifying  and 
powerful.

Report  on  Baptist  Children's  Homes 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  shown  remarkable  interest  in  their 
Children's  Homes  during  the  past  year.  Numerous  church  groups  have 
visited  the  three  campuses.  Continued  financial  support  has  been 
encouraging.  Awakened  interest  in  your  Child  Care  program  has 
been  evidenced  in  many  respects. 

Program  Studied 

During  the  past  year  members  of  the  Children's  Homes  staff, 
under  the  best  leadership  available,  have  engaged  themselves  in  a 
conscientious  study  of  the  entire  Child  Care  program  sponsored  by 
North  Carolina  Baptists.  Findings  have  been  gratifying.  The  program 
has  a  commendable  history  and  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation.  Every 
eflfort  is  being  made  by  the  present  administration  to  continue  the 
best  care  possible  for  dependent  children. 

Children  Served 

More  than  1,000  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Children's 
Homes  during  the  past  year.  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and  Odum 
Home  provided  care  for  547  children  while  197  lived  in  Foster  Homes. 
Through  financial  assistance  of  the  Mother's  Aid  program  40  children 
were  able  to  live  with  their  mothers.  Supervision  and  financial  help 
were  afforded  30  college  students.  Resourceful  case  workers  assisted 
214  additional  children  to  find  homes  with  relatives  and  other  social 
service  agencies. 

Cottage  Coyistruction 
Three  cottages  are  currently  under  construction — one  at  each  of 
the  three  Homes.  The  Roy  Culler  family  of  High  Point  is  providing 
funds  for  a  boys'  cottage  at  Mills  Home.  The  H.  C.  Ferebee  family 
of  Camden  is  making  possible  a  cottage  for  girls  at  Kennedy  Home. 
The  new  cottage  at  Pembroke  will  provide  administrative  offices,  liv- 
ing accommodations  as  well  as  kitchen  and  dining  facilities  for  the 
Indian  boys  and  girls. 

Administrative  Change 
Mr.  Vernon  S.  Sparrow  became  Superintendent  at  Mills  Home, 
Thomasville,  July  1,  1959.  He  comes  to  this  post  w^ith  an  excellent 
background  of  training  and  experience.  Prior  to  Mr.  Sparrow's  going 
to  Mills  Home  he  served  as  Associate  Pastor  and  Minister  of  Education 
in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Lenoir. 
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Significant  Convention  Action 
Significant  recommendations  relative  to  the  Children's  Homes  were 
adopted  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  May  following  a  two  and 
a  half  year  study  by  the  Committee  of  Twenty-five.     They  are  as 
follows : 

1.  That  the  number  of  children  in  foster  home  care  be  increased 
to  approximate  the  number  in  institutional  care. 

2.  That  the  Children's  Homes  begin  to  develop  new  types  of 
programs  to  help  children  who  are  not  being  adequately  cared  for  in 
other  ways. 

3.  That  increased  attention  be  given  to  families  throughout  the 
state  by  well-trained,  mature  case  work  consultants  to  help  avoid 
family  breakdowns. 

More  Adequate  Financial  Support 

The  Convention  has  voted  to  bring  the  Children's  Homes  into 
the  Cooperative  Program  on  the  same  basis  as  all  other  institutions 
and  objects.  Churches  may  continue  to  send  Once-A-Month  offerings 
and  special  gifts.  Designated  gifts  from  Churches  to  the  Children's 
Homes  will  be  administered  by  the  Convention  in  the  same  manner 
as  designated  gifts  from  Churches  to  other  institutions.  The  Homes 
are  encouraged  with  this  improved  financial  relationship  with  the  Con- 
vention. For  lack  of  sufficient  income  the  Homes  operated  on  a 
$22,000  deficit  in  1958.  The  deficit  for  1959  will  be  approximately 
$65,000.  The  only  way  the  Homes  have  of  meeting  the  $65,000  deficit 
this  year  is  through  a  substantial  increase  in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 
What  of  the  Future? 

With  the  increase  in  population,  the  development  of  industry, 
the  growth  of  cities  and  the  mounting  tensions  in  present  day  society, 
there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  services  to  dependent  children. 
Your  Children's  Homes  are  being  asked  by  the  Convention  to  expand 
their  services.  With  your  prayers,  loyal  and  generous  support,  your 
leadership  will  continue  to  move  forward  as  resources  are  made  avail- 
able.

Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  seeks  to  serve  our  people  with  a  complete 
program  of  specialized  medical  care  for  all  who  need  it.  Our  people 
go  in  great  numbers,  with  all  types  of  serious  illness,  from  all  walks 
of  life,  and  in  all  financial  circumstances,  to  receive  the  ministry  of 
our  Baptist  medical  center.  A  constant  effort  is  made  to  keep  it 
personal  and  Christian  in  its  care  of  sick  people. 

Last  year  Service  Patients  from  95  counties  of  the  State  made 
over  66,000  visits  to  the  31  clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
which  is  open  to  families  not  able  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  medical 
care.  About  the  same  number  of  office  visits  was  made  by  Private 
or  full-pay  patients.  More  than  16,000  sick  persons  were  hospitalized 
for  132,000  days  of  bed  care. 
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Forty  per  cent  of  the  hospital  service  is  rendered  the  patients  who 
go  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics  or  who  enter  the  hospital  through  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  The  services  of  the  physicians  are  free  to 
all  these  patients,  but  the  hospital  charges  must  be  paid  unless  other 
arrangements  are  made  by  the  family. 

Last  year  the  hospital  spent  well  over  one  million  dollars  in  the 
care  of  these  Service  Patients.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund,  along  with 
the  welfare  funds  and  assistance  from  other  agencies  and  foundations, 
enables  the  hospital  to  provide  more  than  half  of  this  service  free  for 
our  very  poor  people.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund  alone,  however,  has 
not  covered  the  full  cost  of  the  care  of  even  the  most  needy. 

We  need  to  lay  upon  the  hearts  of  our  members  the  necessity  of 
the  Mother's  Day  Fund,  if  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  to  provide  this 
important  service  for  our  poorer  people.

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North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  For  Aging 

The  ninth  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging 
began  March  16,  1959.  All  three  homes — Resthaven,  Albemarle,  and 
Headquarters  Building — have  been  filled  practically  all  year  to  capacity. 
There  has  been  119,  counting  'residents  and  helpers.  When  vacancies 
occur,  there  are  always  more  names  on  the  waiting  list  than  there  are 
rooms  to  be  filled. 

There  were  several  deaths  during  the  year,  including  the  oldest 
resident,  "Uncle"  John  T.  Holt,  formerly  of  Wilson  Mills,  N.  C.  Had 
he  lived  until  February  26,  1960,  he  would  have  been  100  years  old. 
He  was  keenly  missed  by  all  who  knew  him. 

This  has  been  another  year  of  progress  at  the  homes.  A  campaign 
to  raise  funds  for  the  fourth  home  at  Hamilton,  N.  C,  is  now  on.  Mr. 
Don  G.  Matthews  of  Hamilton  has  given  the  building  site  and  almost 
$50,000  toward  the  building. 

The  two  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Homes  for  Aging  now  are 
(1)  to  finish  raising  funds  to  start  construction  of  the  Hamilton  Homes, 
and  (2)  to  raise  about  $75,000  to  cover  the  balance  of  expansion  of 
the  infirmary.  When  they  are  finished  the  total  capacity  of  all  the 
homes  will  be  170  residents. 

Would  you  like  to  have  a  part  in  helping  to  make  these  plans  become 
a  reality  soon?  Of  the  churches  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association,  only 
12  churches  contributed  a  total  of  $369.30  in  the  special  day  offerings 
for  the  homes  through  June.  If  you  would  like  to  help,  let  this  be 
a  challenge  to  us  to  have  a  greater  percentage  of  our  churches  con- 
tributing in  the  future  for  the  benefit  and  comfort  of  our  beloved 
aged  ones. 

If  you  wish  to  contribute,  send  whatever  amount  you  can  to 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Inc.,  Reynolds  Park  Road,  Winston- 
Salem,  North  Carolina,  and  your  gift  will  be  used  as  you  instruct. 

All  connected  with  the  Homes  have  expressed  their  gratefulness 
to  the  churches,  individuals  and  corporations  who  have  helped  in 
any  way.

Report  on  the  Baptist  Student  Union 

There  are  about  100  Baptist  churches  located  in  the  communities 
where  colleges  are  situated  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  Therefore 
3,000  Baptist  churches  are  sending  their  young  people  to  the  colleges 
in  these  100  church  communities  for  the  greater  portion  of  four 
years  or  more.  There  are  approximately  50,000  college  students  in 
North  Carolina  and  half  of  these  are  Baptists.  Of  these  25,000  Bap- 
tist students  approximately  20,000  are  attending  non-Baptist  schools. 
Because  Baptist  churches  and  Baptist  people  all  over  the  state  support 
Baptist  Student  Unions  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  send  their 
young  people  into  college  situations,  and  follow  them  with  their 
rrnest  expectations  and  prayers  the  ministry  and  purpose  of  the 
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Student  Department  is  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  church,  not 
substitute  for  it. 

Our  program  is  headed  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Harold  Cole  and  his 
stafif  at  the  state  office  in  Raleigh  along  with  some  15  full-time  and 
part-time  directors  who  work  on  the  college  campuses.  Since  there 
are  52  colleges  and  universities  in  our  state  there  are  not  enough 
directors  to  adequately  carry  on  this  program.  The  B.  S.  U.  program 
keeps  one  eye  turned  toward  the  student  in  college  and  the  college 
church,  and  the  other  upon  the  future  college  graduate  and  the 
leadership  he  may  provide  in  the  church  in  the  community  where  he 
may  live  and  work  after  his  college  training. 

Some  of  the  B.  S.  U.  activities  in  North  Carolina  are  listed  as 
follows: 

1.  An  annual  B.  S.  U.  Convention  in  November  which  is  attended 
by  1,000  or  more  students  from  some  40  campuses. 

2.  A  Spring  Leadership  Conference  in  April  for  the  purpose  of 
clinical  training  for  more  than  400  college  students  elected  to  serve 
as  B.  S.  U.  Council  members  for  the  coming  year. 

3.  A  Nurses'  Retreat  at  Raleigh  in  order  to  extend  the  B.  S.  U. 
ministry  among  schools  of  nursing. 

4.  A  summer  mission  program  in  which  college  students  work 
in  our  churches  and  associations. 

5.  A  mission  offering  program  called  Listen  which  sends  2  or 
3  students  to  work  on  foreign  mission  fields  during  the  summer. 

In  spite  of  obvious  difficulties  in  budget,  personnel,  and  fa- 
cilities, B.  S.  U.  in  North  Carolina  has  a  great  and  challenging  pro- 
gram based  upon  some  definite  purposes  which  can  be  enumerated  in 
outline  as  follows:    Its  purposes  to  be, 

1.  The  proving  ground  in  which  every  college  student  may  dis- 
cover and  develop  a  vital  and  personal  faith. 

2.  The  atmosphere  out  of  which  the  denomination  may  find  its 
leadership  for  local,   state-wide,   and  world-wide  programs. 

3.  The  medium  for  emphasizing  and  realizing  the  relevancy  of 
the  Christian  faith  in  all  areas  of  vocational  life,  both  secular  and 
non-secular. 

4.  The  seed-bed  out  of  which  the  vital  elements  of  the  Christian 
faith  and  the  distinctives  of  our  denomination  may  be  perennially 
reproduced. 

5.  The  living  and  life-giving  Christian  Student  Movement  for 
uniting  common  minds  and  common  spirits  in  an  aggressive  Kingdom 
Building  Program  throughout  the  world. 

Baptist  Student  Union  belongs  to  North  Carolina  Baptists.  It 
is  a  vital  part  of  the  Convention's  State  Mission  program.  North 
Carolina  lives  and  money  are  involved.  Send  your  young  people  to 
college  and  urge  them  to  identify  themselves  with  the  program  provided 
for  their  spiritual  culture.  Pray  for  these  student  leaders,  college 
pastors,   faculty  members,    and  student  secretaries  who  labor  for  the 
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express  purpose  of  buildin-g  the  Kingdom  through  a  positive  ministry 
to  college  students.

Report  of  the  1959  Meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  in  annual  session  in  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,  May  19-22,  1959.  This  was  the  one  hundred  second 
session  in  the  one  hundred  fourteenth  year  history  of  the  convention. 
The  theme  for  the  meeting  was  "Teaching  them  to  Observe  .  .  ." 
(Matt.  28:20  r.s.v.)  An  excellent  program  built  around  this  theme 
was  presented  by  way  of  reports,  goals  and  recommendations.  The 
messengers  were  inspired,  encouraged  and  challenged  as  they  were 
made  aware  of  world  needs  and  the  efforts  to  meet  them. 

Of  unusual  and  significant  interest  was  the  observance  of  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semina'ry. 
The  opening  session  of  the  convention  featured  the  Seminary  Cen- 
tennial Commencement  program  and  recognition  of  our  other  five 
seminaries.  M'essengers  were  made  aware  of  the  place  of  theological 
education  in  our  churches  and  denomination. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  several  laymen  and  women  attended  the 
convention  this  year  from  our  county.

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TUCKASEIGEE  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

(Revised  August  16,  1957) 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organizations,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  to  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four  mem- 
bers from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association  for 
membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watchcai:e 
of  the  association  for  one  year  for  obsei^vation.  At  the  expiration  of 
that  time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the  church,  it  may  be  voted  in  by 
majority  vote  of  the  association,  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter 
and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  mod- 
erator, vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sun- 
day School  superintendent.  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union  superintendent.  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  president  of 
Deacon's  organization,  Brotherhood  President,  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation, and  a  parliamentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  association 
may  desire  to  elect,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association,  who  may  be  re- 
elected to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Association. 
The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees  of  the  Association  shall 
be  for  not  more  than  two  years.  No  committee  member  may  succeed 
himself  until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after  his  official  term  has 
expired.  No  member  of  the  Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  mem- 
bership in  more  than  one  committee  during  one  year,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  (c)  The  term  general 
officers  shall  apply  to  the  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant 
clerk  and  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII.  (a)  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
order  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the

vice  moderator,  (b)  He  shall  appoin':  the  committee  on  committees  and 
all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  the  body  not  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees  in  its  regular  report,  (c)  The  vice 
moderator  shall  assis':  the  moderator  an-d  in  case  of  absence  or  in- 
capacitation of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  another 
moderator  is  elected,  (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate 
record  of  all  transactions;  he  shall  prepare  a  book  of  reports  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  messengers  an-d  pastors  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's  session 
of  the  annual  meeting;  and  he  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  con- 
cerning the  records  made,  (e)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each 
church  in  the  associtaion,  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the  church  letter 
as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  s  ate  convention  office,  (f)  The 
treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  by  the  order  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee or  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and 
make  a  complete  report  to  the  association  at  each  session,  (g)  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up 
to  date,  (h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  o  her  officers  to  execute  the 
function  of  their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  the  Deacon's 
Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion, Associational  Missionary,  Parliamentarian  and  the  pastor  and  one 
member  from  each  church  in  the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of 
his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of 
the  Promotion  Committee,  from  representing  the  church  or  churches 
he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
by  a  majority  vote  fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  unortho- 
dox in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself 
either  by  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  without  suf- 
ficient reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  support  of 
the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of  this  association 
in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary  body.  Any 
church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees 
as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the 
Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  communities  are  to  be  nomi- 
nated annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  otherwise  de- 
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termined  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  -day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  voles  cast  must  be  in 
favor  of  the  amendment. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  All  vacancies  occuring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the 
Promotion  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
nated by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
quarter.   The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  asssociation  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  commit- 
tee on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan 
the  annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Commi.tee  on  Committees:   The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  - 
bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of 
the  personnel  of  the  standing  committee.s. 

3.  Finance  Committee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
■  -  ■  raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare 
- ;  '    ■        for  recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association 

the  budget  for  the  -disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming 
year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such 
candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call 
and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommedations 
as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member  about 
his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the  proper 
services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.  The 
Executive  Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the 
work  of  the  committee.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a 
candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 

6.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have 
this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New  Churches: 
This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  a-dvisable,  and  submit  a 
written  report  of  same  to  the  association  or  Executive  com- 
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mittee  and   grant  to   the   proposed   church   a  certificate  of 
commendation  which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter 
of  the  church  to  the  association.     This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association.     Seven  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.    The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees. 
6.    The  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  Book  of  Reports  for  distribution  at 
the  annual  sessions  containing  the  reports  of  those  on  the  Committee 
on  Reports.    The  Clerk  shall  notify  each  person  to  give  a  report,  and 
these  reports  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  no  later  than  two 
weeks  before  the  Association  meets.

Associational  Missionary's  Report 

"It  is  required  of  stewards  that  a  man  be  found 
faithful."    "For  ye  are  bought  with  a  price." 
I  Cor.  4:2;  I  Cor.  6:20. 
Our  theme  reminds  each  of  us  very  forcefully  that  faithfulness  is 
indispensable  in  pleasing  God.   We  cannot  see  with  God's  eyes,  therefore 
we  cannot  tell  whether  or  not  we  are  succeeding.    We  can  only  tell 
whether  or  not  we  are  being  faithful.   To  quote  the  motto  for  the  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  Joint  Worship  Service  of  1958:    "I  am  not  bound  lo 
win,  but  I  am  bound  to  be  true,"   This  motto  expresses  the  appropriate 
attitude  for  a  Christian,  whether  God  has  given  him  many  talents  or  a 
few.    Ever  keeping  in  mind  the  Master's  illustration  in  the  parable  of 
the  talents  that  just  to  break  even  was  not  only  profitless,  but  also  sin- 
ful. 

When  the  Master  talked  about  himself  as  the  vine  and  the  disciples 
as  the  branches,  he  had  much  to  say  about  bearing  fruit.  He  said,  in 
effect,  that  this  was  the  purpose  of  their  discipleship,  that  they  bear 
much  fruit. 

One  phase  of  fruit  bearing  can  be  manifest  by  Christlikeness  in 
character,  but  the  greatest  Christian  attribute  is  Christ-like  service.  We 
are  to  be  like  Jesus,  who  went  about  doing  good.  We  are  to  have  his 
spirit  as  we  seek  to  do  the  work  he  has  committed  to  our  hands. 

Remembering  that  all  this  is  made  possible  by  complete  dedica'ion, 
and  that  Christians  are  charged  with  a  greater  responsibility  than  simply 
telling  those  about  us  of  the  pathway  to  eternal  life,  the  faithful  Chris- 
tian steward  finds  a  good  answer,  in  the  language  of  the  Church  Cove- 
nant used  by  most  of  our  Baptist  churches:  "We  engage  to  maintain 
family  and  secret  devotions,  to  religiously  educate  our  children,  to  seek 
the  salvation  of  our  kindred  and  acquaintances,  to  walk  circumspectly 
in  the  world." 

We  are  to  realize  that  there  has  never  been  a  time  when  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  was  not  urgent. 

We  as  Baptists  here  in  Jackson  County  have  been  wonderfully  bless- 
ed. We  are  to  remember  that  along  with  these  blessings,  there  are  also 
great  responsibilities. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  each  of  you  for  your  faith- 
fulness as  stewards  and  your  unified  trust  in  Christ  that  makes  this  my 
second  Associational  Report  possible.  To  the  churches,  the  Associational 
officers,  and  pastors,  along  with  each  individual  that  has  contributed 
to  the  work  in  any  way,  I  express  my  appreciation  to  you  and  to  al- 
mighty God  for  the  many  blessings  that  have  been  ours  over  the  past 
year.  We  deeply  appreciate  your  prayers  and  your  gifts  and  your  loyal 
cooperation  as  we  have  sought  to  be  faithful  stewards  in  our  Association, 

Because  of  these  things,  we  are  able  to  report  some  of  the  things 
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we  feel  have  had  an  important  place  in  our  work: 

We  have  helped  in  the  ordination  of  three  men  to  the  Gospel  min- 
istry. 

We  have  helped  in  the  ordination  of  deacons  in  two  of  the  churches. 
We  have  conducted  twelve  of  the  Vacation  Bible  Schools  that  have 
been  held. 

We  have  been  privileged  to  supply  for  many  preachers  during  their 
absence.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL 
PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 

The  Promotion  Committee  met  twice  during  the  year.  The  following 
routine  and  special  business  matters  were  handled: 

1.  The  application  for  the  State  Missions  supplement  for  the  As- 
sociational  Missionary's  support  was  approved. 

2.  Approval  was  given  for  invitation  to  the  State  Sunday  School 
and  Training  Union  workers  to  come  to  our  Association  for  en- 
largement campaigns  during  1960. 

3.  Approval  was  given  to  Miss  Ann  AUman  as  Vacation  Bible 
School  worker  for  the  summer. 

4.  Voted  to  request  the  churches  of  our  Association  to  share  in  the 
expansion  and  development  of  Truett  Camp  at  Hayesville.  A 
committee  of  Walter  Middleton,  C.  C.  Welch,  and  Alton  Hooper 
were  to  promote  this  matter  and  to  report  to  the  Associational 
Meeting  in  August. 

5.  Set  the  price  of  the  minutes  at  $1.00  per  copy,  and  that  500 
copies  be  printed.  August  31,  1960  was  also  set  as  a  deadline 
for  all  church  letters  and  reports  to  be  in  the  Clerk's  office. 

6.  Set  up  a  committee  to  study  the  possibility  of  the  establishment 
of  an  Associational  camp.  This  committee  composed  of  James 
Lambert,  Walter  Middleton,  and  John  Hyatt  is  to  report  its 
findings  to  the  1961  Associational  Meeting. 

7.  Requested  the  Finance  Committee  to  recommend  that  the  As- 
sociation purchase  audio-visual  aids  and  library  materials  to  be 
available  in  the  Missionary's  office  for  the  use  of  the  churches. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  pastor  and  one  other 
member  of  each  church  in  the  Association,  along  with  the  Associational 
officers  compose  the  Promotion  Committee.  It  is  therefore,  your  privilege 
as  well  as  duty  to  be  present  whenever  this  committee  convenes.  Your 
faithful  attendance  is  urged  and  sought  during  the  coming  year.

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TUCKASEIGEE  ASSOCIATION  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

Teaching  God's  word  is  a  divine  calling.  Jesus  impressed  upon  his 
disciples  that  he  had  called  them  to  serve  him:  "Ye  did  not  choose  me, 
but  I  chose  you,  and  appointed  you,  that  ye  should  go  and  bear  fruit." 
Every  Christian  in  our  Sunday  Schools  needs  to  accept  this  as  a  per- 
sonal assignment.  Implicit  also  in  the  motivation  of  the  Christian  and 
teacher  is  the  love  that  impels  service  "for  Christ's  sake". 

A  Sunday  School  still  provides  a  church  with  iis  greatest  field  for 
evangelism.  It  reaches  more  people  of  all  ages  than  any  other  agency 
of  the  church.  What  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  carry  out  Christ's  com- 
mand ....  "Go  make  disciples." 

This  past  year  we  have  had  50  active  Sunday  Schools  in  the  As- 
sociation and  reports  from  many  of  an  increase  in  enrollment.  Our  en- 
rollment is  now  approximately  7000,  but  there  are  still  hundreds  in  our 
Association  unreached.  Several  of  our  churches  have  added  on  new 
arid  better  classroom  facilities,  yet  much  remains  to  be  done  in  this 
respect. 

The  Sunday  School  Convention  has  been  held  each  month  with  ex- 
cellent attendance.  We  had  an  average  attendance  at  our  monthly  meet- 
ings of  161,  with  an  average  of  16  churches  represented.  We  hope  in 
the  coming  year  many  more  will  become  active  in  this  phase  of  our 
Sunday  School  work.  I  feel  that  the  Trout  Creek  Church  should 
especially  be  commended  for  the  wonderful  support  they  have  given 
by  their  high  percentage  of  attendance  each  month. 

Our  Associational  and  Sunday  School  officers  are  doing  a  wonderful 
job  and  our  teachers  are  teaching  well,  yet  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of 
our  churches  is  more  trained  workers.  We  urge  our  churches  to  have 
more  study  courses  and  our  officers  and  teachers  to  make  use  of  every 
available  help. 

A  large  number  of  our  Sunday  Schools  have  already  conducted  a 
Vacation  Bible  School.  We  commend  all  those  who  had  a  part  in  this 
training  for  our  boys  and  girls.  We  especially  wish  to  express  onr  ap- 
preciation to  the  Rev.  Alton  Hooper  and  Miss  Ann  Allman  for  the  suc- 
cess in  Bible  School  work  this  summer. 

As  we  look  back  on  the  year  just  completed  we  feel  that  we  have 
made  progress,  yet  we  cannot  be  indifferent  when  the  urgency  is  so 
great.  We  cannot  allow  other  interests  and  activities  to  delay  action  on 
the  crucial  matter  of  reaching,  teaching,  winning  and  developing  people 
"for  Christ's  sake".

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

As  we  travel  over  Jackson  County,  nothing  is  more  impressive  than 
its  beautiful  churches.  Tourists  stop  to  admire  and  photograph  them, 
artists  paint  them,  and  writers  praise  them.  Let  us  think  then  on  these 
places  of  worship. 

There  have  been  three  distinct  types  of  church  houses  in  the  history 
of  our  association.   First  the  log  meeting  house  of  the  pioneers  with  its

puncheon  floor,  backless  log  pews,  and  wide  fire  place.  Next,  around 
the  turn  of  the  century,  came  the  traditional  white  clapboard  church 
house  with  its  tall  bell-tower,  oil  lamps,  pot-bellied  stove  and  small 
organ.  In  the  late  forties,  there  began  another  surge  of  church  build- 
ing, resulting  in  the  modern  structures  of  today. 

No  period  of  our  associational  history  has  made  more  phenomenal 
progress  in  the  improvement  of  church  houses,  grounds,  and  equipment, 
than  the  1950's.  The  records  of  this  decade  contain  detailed  lists  from 
the  churches  which  include  the  construction  of  spacious  church  build- 
ings, mo-dern  pastor's  homes,  addition  of  Sunday  School  rooms,  paint- 
ing, remodeling,  new  furnishings,  central  heating,  new  roads,  parking 
areas,  and  beautification  of  grounds.  The  historical  report  of  1950  lists 
10  churches  that  had  purchased  pianos  and  Broadman  Hymals  in  that 
year.  The  total  value  of  church  property  in  1950  was  $303,900;  in  1959, 
$1,214,085.  The  total  spent  by  all  the  churches  for  construction  and 
equipment  in  1950  was  $39,526;  in  1959,  $117,236. 

What  will  be  the  story  of  this  decade?  Can  we  follow  this  era  of 
great  material  progress  with  one  of  great  spiritual  revival?  Soloman 
built  the  great  temple  of  Jerusalem,  but  when  the  people  of  Israel  forgot 
their  spiritual  and  moral  obligations,  God  allowed  it  to  be  destroyed.

Alton  Hooper,  that  we  ask  the  Long 
Branch  Church  to  proceed  with  the  ordination  of  Brother  Clayton  as  a 
minister  of  the  Gospel.  The  motion  carried,  and  a  letter  was  written  to 
the  Church  to  that  effect.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

The  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  touches  every  area  of  our 
State.  Last  year  it  served  more  than  17,000  bed  patients,  with  150,000 
visits  being  ma-de  to  the  clinics  and  offices.  They  came  for  examinations, 
medical  treatment,  skilled  surgery,  and  spiritual  guidance.  Many  of 
our  homes,  most  of  our  churches,  and  almost  all  of  our  communities 
have  been  served  by  this  ministry  of  healing.  It  touches  the  family  life 
of  about  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  our  people  each  year. 

Sickness  is  no  respector  of  persons  or  of  pocket-books.  It  strikes  the 
rich  and  the  poor  alike  —  the  widow,  the  orphan,  the  agpd.  There  are 
times  when  they  need  such  specialized  care  as  that  available  at  our 
Baptist  Hospital.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund  provided  money  with  which 
our  Hospital  gives  assistance  to  those  who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of 
their  care.  Our  Hospital  almost  doubles  our  gifts  with  matching  fund^ 
from  welfare  agencies  and  other  gifts.  In  addition  to  this,  the  medical 
staff  gives  its  services  without  charge  to  all  service  patients,  except  for 
available  insurance  payments. 

Probably  we  should  ask  ourselves  if  we  as  Christians  should  pro- 
vide such  a  ministry  for  our  needy,  sick  neighbors.  Jesus  and  the  New 
Testament  writers  give  us  the  answer,  but  do  we  really  want  such  a 
ministry? 

It  cannot  be  provided,  except  at  great  cost.  Our  hospital  receives 
about  3  and  %  per  cent  of  our  Cooperative  Program  funds  for  payments 
un  our  buildings,  purchase  of  extensive  equipment,  such  as  heart-lung 
machine,  and  for  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care.  Our  Mother's  Day 
Fund  provides  the  money  to  help  pay  the  hospital  bills  of  needy,  sick 
persons.  The  amount  of  this  Fund  determines  for  the  most  part  the 
amount  of  help  our  hospital  can  give. 

If  we  are  serious  about  this  ministry  which  was  so  close  to  the  heart 
of  our  Lord,  and  want  our  hospital  to  give  help  when  our  people  need 
it,  we  are  going  to  have  to  become  serious  about  our  giving  to  the 
Mother's  Day  Fund.  Our  Hospital  is  facing  a  grave  financial  problem, 
and  if  it  is  to  give  free  services,  we  are  going  to  have  to  give  the  money 
to  finance  the  free  program. 

The  only  way  we  can  support  this  work  is  to  plan  for  it,  to  make 
somebody  in  each  church  responsible  for  it,  to  let  our  people  know  about 
the  need,  and  to  challenge  them  to  give  of  their  means.  Some  of  our 
churches  over  the  State  have  been  doing  this,  and  our  pople  have  demon- 
stratevi  that  when  this  is  done,  they  will  provide  the  necessary  support. 
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We  come  to  ask  you  to  do  it  in  your  church  —  not  for  the  Hospital,  but 

for  sick  people  who  are  in  need.

REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  has  as  its  single,  simple  purpose  to 
encourage  the  wider  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  without  note  or 
comment  and  without  purpose  of  profit  to  every  man  on  earth  in  what- 
ever language  he  may  require. 

It  is  the  sole  American  national  and  international  society  for  this 
purpose.  Founded  in  1816,  it  is  one  of  the  oldest  missionary  societies 
in  America. 

Throughout  its  long  years  of  service  members  of  many  Christian 
churches  have  united  ^ji  its  activities.  More  than  50  denominations  art 
represented  on  its  advisory  council.  Its  work  in  the  United  States  and 
overseas  serves  hundreds  of  missionary  societies  and  national  church 
bodies. 

Its  President,  Vice-President,  and  the  principal  part  of  its  board 
of  Managers  are  lay  men  and  women. 

The  American  Bible  Society's  supreme  purpose  is  to  get  the  Biole 
into  the  hands  of  those  who  do  not  have  it,  and  to  do  so  in  a  maxiner 
to  secure  serious  interest  and  a  receptive  mind.  Its  principal  processes 
are  four:  (1)  Translation:  translation  projects  are  going  on  almost  con- 
tinuously on  every  continent  ana  the  islands  of  the  seas.  (2)  Publication: 
In  a  recent  year  printing  ordeis  reached  almost  16,000,000  of  Gospels, 
Testaments,  and  Bibles.  Centers  of  publication  include:  The  British  Isles, 
Istanbul,  Beirut,  Cairo,  Leopoldville,  Bangkok,  Hong  Kong,  Manila,  as 
well  as  the  United  State'J  (3)  Distribution;  In  the  U.S.,  dislribution 
reached  a  record  total  of  10,068,959  Bibles,  Testaments,  and  Scripture 
portions.  Added  to  this,  7,581,958  volumes  were  distributed  overseas, 
a  grand  total  of  17,650,917  copies  ...  a  large  share  of  these  volumes  were 
donated  for  missionary  and  evangelistic  use.  Men  and  women  in  the 
armed  forces,  and  Veterans'  Hospitals  received  1,037,615  Scripture 
volumes  supplied  by  the  Society.  In  1959,  a  total  of  65,134  Braille  Scripture 
volumes  and  Talking  Book  records  were  supplied  to  the  blind.  (4)  Pro- 
motion of  Bible  use:  Because  an  unused  Bible  is  of  no  value,  the  Society 
considers  that  it  must  encourage  the  use  of  the  Scripture.  It  seeks  to 
accomplish  this  purpose  through  an  annual  world-wide  Bible  reading 
program  from  Thanksgiving  to  Christmas,  including  the  observance  of 
Universal  Bible  Sunday;  preparation  and  distribution  of  leaflets,  read- 
ing schedules,  films,  film  strips  and  other  materials. 

Because  the  American  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work  —  Southern 
Baptist  churches  give  to  the  support  of  the  Society.  Remember,  if  the 
people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and 
the  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible,  and  each  person  must  have  the 
Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other 
language  can  speak.

REPORT  ON  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  in  its  103rd  session  in  Miami 
Beach,  Florida,  May  17-20.  This  annual  meeting,  which  was  attended 
by  approximately  15,000  messengers  and  visitors,  had  as  its  theme, 
"Required  of  Stewards  .  .  .  Found  Faithful."  Also,  there  were  1,500 
messengers  from  North  Carolina,  and  this  included  several  from  our 
own  Association. 

An  excellent  program  was  built  around  the  theme  which  included 
sermon^,  reports,  talks,  and  recommendations.  Again,  theological  fram- 
ing was  emphasized  for  religious  workers.  Three  outstanding  fea'tures 
of  the  Convention  were  the  Conven  ion  Sermon,  "Lifting  Life's  Limita- 
tions", delivered  by  Dr.  Ralph  Herring,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina,  the  resolution  on  "Christian 
Stewardship",  which  was  passed  by  the  Convention,  and  Dr.  Billy  Gra- 
ham's sermon  on  race  relations.  Also,  Dr.  Ramsey  Pollard,  pastor  of 
the  Bellevue  Baptist  Church,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  was  re-elected  to  his 
second  one  year  term  as  President  of  the  Convention. 

On  May  23-26,  1961,  the  Convention  will  be  held  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri.  Emphasis  was  repeated  to  the  effect  that  all  pastors  and  as 
many  laymen  as  possible  should  be  in  attendance.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS  1960 

What  we  have  known  in  the  past  as  State  Missions  is  now  divided 
into  thre  emain  divisions.  They  are  Division  of  Missions,  Division  of 
Evangelism,  and  the  Division  of  Church  Programs. 

The  puipose  of  State  Missions  is  to  teach,  train,  and  enlist  the  saved 
in  giving,  living,  and  serving  Christ  through  the  churches,  and  through- 
out the  world.  In  North  Carolina,  there  are  over  4,500,000  people,  of 
which  only  about  46  per  cent  of  these  above  the  age  of  eight  years  are 
affiliated  with  some  kind  of  church.  There  are  about  44  per  cent  of 
the  people  in  North  Carolina  above  the  age  of  eight  years  that  are  un- 
churched and  perhaps  25  per  cent  of  the  affiliated  are  unsaved.  There- 
fore, more  than  60  percent,  or  2,700,000  people  in  North  Carolina  are 
lost.  The  command  of  Jesus  to  be  "witnesses  in  Jerusalem,  in  all  Judea, 
Samaria,  and  to  the  ends  of  the  earth"  is  still  ours  today.  North  Caro- 
lina is  our  Judea,  and  every  Baptist  can  be  a  missionary  now  to  more 
than  2  million  lost  people  through  State  Missions. 

In  North  Carolina,  there  are  over  868,000  Baptist  church  members, 
ind  perhaps  only  about  40  peT  cent  of  theses  are  enlisted  and  are  being 
taught  in  Christian  giving,  living,  and  serving.  This  means  that  60 
per  cent,  or  520,000  church  members  are  not  dedicated  to  the  Christian 
profession.  This  presents  the  need  and  purpose  ot  State  Missions  m 
North  Carolina,  and  challenges  the  churches  to  meet  these  needs  through 
a  program  of  missionary  activity. 

Perhaps  the  most  thrilling  and  challenging  activity  in  State  Missions 
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just  now  is  our  part  in  the  Southern  Baptist  movement  for  30,000  new 
churches  and  missions  as  a  part  of  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance,  cul- 
minating in  the  establishment  of  10,000  new  churches  and  20,000  new 
missions  by  the  Jubilee  Year  of  1964.  Surveys  indicate  a  need  for  at 
least  600  new  churches  in  our  State  just  now.  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren,  leader 
of  the  30,000  Movement,  has  sai-d,  "Anywhere  one  or  more  members  are 
sent  from  a  church  at  regular  intervals  to  teach  or  preach,  a  mission 
is  established."  Within  the  framework  of  this  definition,  the  opportun- 
ities here  are  unlimited. 

The  population  of  North  Carolina  is  growing  each  year,  and  since 
60  per  cent  of  the  people  are  lost,  they  need  a  Saviour.  This  demands 
new  and  stronger  churches,  with  better  trained  pasiors.  State  Missions 
is  seeking  to  help  solve  this  problem  through  aid  in  the  purchase  of  new 
lots,  aid  on  some  church  building  and  spends  about  $85,000  annually  in 
supplementing  pastor's  salaries  in  needy  situations.  Fruitland  Bible 
Insiitute  and  a  new  venture  in  Seminary  Extension  Centers  help  meet 
this  urgent  need  for  well  trained  pastors.  In  North  Carolina,  6  out  of 
every  10  churches  have  been  assisted  in  some  way  through  State  Mis- 
sions. 

In  order  that  State  Missions  might  carry  on  this  great  program, 
they  need  the  support  of  every  church  in  North  Carolina.  State  Mis- 
sions is  largely  supported  by  our  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  our  special  State  Missions  Offering  in  the  churches  on  the  third 
Sunday  of  September.  The  goal  set  for  the  special  offering  this  year 
is  $200,000,  and  if  this  goal  is  met,  our  present  program  of  State  Missions 
can  be  maintained.  Increase  and  expansion  of  vital  and  all  important 
work  of  State  Missions  awaits  the  dedication  of  North  Carolina  Baptists, 
and  the  sharing  of  our  material  possessions  in  a  greater  way.  The  chal- 
lenge is  to  offer  our  full  support  to  State  Missions  that  we  might  have 
some  part  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

Evangelism  is  the  effort  on  the  part  of  Christians  to  carry  out  the 
most  mammoth  understanding  God  has  laid  out  for  his  people.  It  cost 
God  more  and  required  more  from  Christians  than  any  other  movement 
in  all  history.  From  this  effort  no  Christian  can  afford  to  take  a  furlough. 

This  report  is  based  on  the  thirty-nine  churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee 
Association  which  had  reported  by  August  15,  1960. 

The  Tuckaseigee  Association  had  a  simultaneous  effort  in  the  spring 
of  1960.  Although  many  of  the  churches  could  not  enter  this  effort 
simultaneously,  most  of  the  churches  have  had  revivals.  Many  of  them 
two  or  more  during  the  year.  During  the  simultaneous  revivals  a  daily 
radio  report  was  made  over  the  radio  station  at  Sylva.  This  report 
seemed  quite  successful  in  advertising  the'  effort  of  the  Baptist  Churches. 

The  reports  of  our  churches  show  a  gain  by  baptism  of  163  as  com- 
pared with  351  for  1958-59.  By  letter  our  gains  were  154.  You  will  note 
that  this  is  a  marked  decrease  compared  to  the  previous  year. 

Our  task  is  clear.  A  greater  evangelistic  effort  needs  to  be  put 
forth  this  coming  year.  We  must  let  evangelism  be  the  objective  of  every 
church  and  every  church  organization.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 


God's  gift  to  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  during  the  past  nine  years  has 
been  James  M.  Hayes,  Sr.  No  man  could  have  worked  harder,  or  ac- 
complished more,  than  this  dedicated  man  of  God.  On  July  1,  he  re- 
linquished the  heavy  and  challenging  responsibilities  of  the  office  of  gen- 
eral superintendent  to  his  successor,  William  A.  Poole. 

The  new  superintendent  is  diligently  at  work  and  is  finding  a  solid 
foundation  on  which  to  build  and  expand  our  ministry  to  the  aging  in 
our  midst. 

Great  blessings  are  in  store  for  us  in  this  tenth  year  of  our  Homes 
for  the  Aging.  The  new  Infirmary  Annex,  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
$193,000,  and  with  28  new  rooms,  will  be  in  use  by  September  1.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  construction  of  the  proposed  new  Hamilton  Home  can 
be  started  by  late  summer,  with  facilities  for  around  30  additional  resi- 
dents. Our  hats  are  off  to  all  who  have  given  so  liberally  and  worked 
so  tirelessly  in  bringing  this  fourth  Home  to  fulfillment! 
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At  the  present,  there  are  sixty  appUcants  on  the  waiting  list,  and 
new  inquiries  and  applications  pouring  in  daily.  We  now  have  a  total 
of  106  residents  in  our  three  Homes  —  Resthaven,  20;  Albemarle,  34; 
Headquarters,  52.  Even  with  our  new  facilities,  it  is  not  unrealistic  to 
say  that  we  could  fill  rooms  up  to  500  in  the  next  two  years.  We  must 
attempt  great  things  for  God  and  expect  great  things  from  God  as  we 
plan  for  the  future  in  our  ministering  to  the  ever-growing  number  of 
the  aging  who  need  the  loving  care  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

One  of  the  life-lines  in  our  work  is  the  vital  relationship  that  we 
have  with  the  pastors  and  churches  of  our  Convention.  We  could  not 
operate  without  this  very  important  and  blessed  tie  that  binds.  We  are 
increasingly  dependent  upon  the  prayers  and  the  financial  support  of 
the  churches.  During  the  fiscal  year,  October  1,  1959,  to  August  1,  1960, 
we  have  received  $82,521.20  from  the  churches.  Of  this  amount, 
$76,352.70  was  contributed  through  the  Special  Day  Offering  in  February. 
Although  this  amount  is  $123,000  short  of  our  goal  of  $200,000,  we  are 
profoundly  grateful  to  God  and  to  everyone  who  had  a  part  in  con- 
tributing to  the  worthy  cause  which  we  represent. 

We  are  constantly  experiencing  mixed  emotions  in  the  Homes.  We 
rejoiced  with  Aunt  Fannie  Drumwright  on  her  99th  birthday  in  July, 
and  were  saddened  by  the  deaths  of  Miss  Lillie  Herring  in  October,  Mrs. 
Mary  Holder  in  April,  Mr.  T.  J.  Castevens  in  June,  and  Mrs.  Annie  Smith 
in  July. 

We  shall  welcome  a  visit  to  the  Homes  from  our  fellow  Baptists  at 
any  time  and  stand  ready  at  all  times  to  render  the  service  that  God  has 
called  us  to  render  to  the  aging. 

Let  it  be  known  throughout  the  bounds  of  our  fair  State  that  there 
is  nothing  to  hinder  any  needy  aging  person  in  our  midst  from  coming 
to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  except  lack  of  space. 
Let  us,  therefore,  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  end  of  making  more  space 
available  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 


REPORT  ON  THE  GEORGE  W.  TRUETT  BAPTIST  CAMP 

The  George  W.  Truett  Baptist  Camp  ran  for  six  weeks  this  year 
from  July  4  through  August  12.  The  length  of  time  was  increased  to 
six  weeks  this  year  from  four  weeks  as  in  previous  years  because  of  the 
numbers  of  boys  and  girls  that  overfilled  camp  facilities.  There  was  no 
overflow  this  summer  as  a  total  of  161  R.A.'s  and  G.A.'s  came  to  the 
camp.  96  were  G.A.'s  and  65  were  R.A.'s.  Although  the  groups  of  some 
weeks  were  small,  it  seemed  best  this  way  because  there  was  a  shortage 
of  counselors  these  weeks. 

The  cost  of  camp  this  year  was  again  $6.00  for  camp  with  an  added 
fee  of  $  .50  for  insurance  and  $.25  for  handwork.  The  campers  were 
limited  to  spending  $  .75  at  the  Canteen  during  the  week  while  at  camp. 

The  mission  offerings  totaled  $66.43  with  $52.97  going  to  Foreign 
Missions  and  $13.46  going  to  Home  Missions. 

The  financial  status  of  the  camp  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was 
that  it  had  $457  in  the  bank.  There  is  in  the  bank  now  with  all  bills  for 
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the  camp  this  year  paid  $190.  The  reason  for  this  decrease  was  primarily 
that  a  number  of  small  equipment  items  needed  desperately  by  the 
camp  were  purchased  out  of  this  fund.  Athletic  equipment  was  pur- 
chased out  of  this  fund  too. 

The  Regional  G.A.  Director  was  Mrs.  Mack  Hall  of  Sylva  who  did 
a  very  fine  work  with  the  three  G.A.  Camps.  Mason  Hudspeth  was  the 
Camp  Manager.  Many  others  worked  with  the  camps  as  counselors  and 
leaders.  A  fine  work  was  done  with  16  professions  of  faith  in  Christ, 
61  dedications  to  special  service,  and  a  renewal  of  commitment  by  al- 
most everyone.  We  believe  the  camps  this  year  have  honored  Dr.  Truett 
and  glorified  God.

AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  THE  CHURCHES  OF  REGION  10 
AND  THE  BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  NORTH 
CAROLINA,  REGARDING  A  JOINT  USE  OF  THE 
TRUETT   MEMORIAL   HOMEPLACE  PROPERTY 

This  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Baptist  State  'Convention  of 
North  Carolina  through  its  agent,  the  General  Board,  which  is  the  Con- 
vention ad  interim,  and  the  churches  of  Region  10,  embracing  the  Chero- 
kee, Macon,  Tennessee  River,  Tuckaseigee,  West  Liberty,  Cheoah  and 
Western  North  Carolina  Associations,  concerning  the  George  W.  Truett 
Homeplace,  Hayesville,  North  Carolina. 

Since  the  interest  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  churches 
of  the  foregoing  Associations  are  identical,  i.e.,  the  effective  advance- 
ment of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  since  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
•desires  to  help  strengthen  the  Baptist  witness  in  this  area  of  the  state 
in  every  possible  way, 

THEREFORE,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and 
the  Associations  embraced  in  Region  10  enter  into  the  following  agree- 
ments: 

I. — Ownership 

Ownership  of  the  George  W.  Truett  Homeplace,  consisting  of  one 
dwelling,  adjacent  out  buildings,  and  sixty-five  acres  of  land,  more  or 
less,  located  in  Clay  County  near  the  town  of  Hayesville,  N.  C,  is 
recognized  as  residing  in  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

II.— Use 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  hereby  agrees  to  allow  the  Baptist 
churches  of  Region  10  to  make  use  of  the  George  W.  Truett  Homeplace 
for  the  promotion  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  upon  the  following  conditions 
and  in  the  followings  ways: 

1.  The  dwelling  house  and  adjacent  outbuildings  may  be  used  as 
a  residence  by  the  missionary  working  in  the  Western  North  Carolina 
and  West  Liberty  Associations  on  condition  that  the  said  Associations  (a) 
keep  the  house,  outbuildings,  grounds  and  approaches  in  good  repair  at 
all  times,    (b)  see  that  the  occupant  and  his  family  greet  visitors  to  the 
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Truett  Home  and  permit  them  to  see  the  house  when  they  desire  to  do 
so. 

2.  The  Associations  embraced  in  Region  10  are  to  maintain  at  all 
times  a  responsible  committee  whose  duties  it  will  be  to  supervise  the 
use  of  the  Truett  property,  and  to  deal  with  the  Convention  or  its  proper 
agents  in  matters  relating  to  the  use  of  said  property. 

3.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  agrees,  moreover,  that  the  churches 
of  Region  10  may  build  and  maintain  on  the  Truett  property  a  camp  to 
be  known  as  the  Truett  Memorial  Camp,  and  to  be  used  for  religious 
purposes  related  to  the  Baptist  churches  and/or  the  Baptist  denomination. 

4.  The  erection  of  buildings  or  other  facilities  in  connection  with 
the  George  W.  Truett  Memorial  Camp  are  to  be  in  each  instance  with 
the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Board. 

5.  None  of  the  natural  resources  on  the  George  W.  Truett  Home- 
place  may  be  sold  or  removed  from  the  premises  without  prior  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board. 

III. — The  Baptist  State  Convention 
The  Baptist  State  Convention  on  its  part  agrees: 

1.  To  lend  every  possible  assistance  in  the  promotion  of  an  effec- 
tive program  of  missions,  evangelism  and  leadership  training  in  the 
Associations  embraced  in  Region  10. 

2.  To  give  every  possible  assistance  in  the  development,  promotion 
and  effective  use  of  the  Truett  Memorial  Camp. 

3.  The  Convention  agrees,  moreover,  that  if  other  provision  should 
be  made  for  use  of  the  Truett  Homeplace,  or  if  all  or  part  of  the  said 
property  should  be  disposed  of,  it  will  retain  at  least  ten  acres  of  land, 
including  that  part  on  which  the  Truett  Memorial  Camp  is  located,  for 
continued  use  as  a  camp  site  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  set  forth 
above. 

Finally,  this  agreement  may  be  altered  only  by  joint  action  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and/or  the  Gen- 
eral Board  and  the  Regional  committee  of  use  of  the  Truett  Homeplace.

During  the  past  ten  years  we  have  experienced  one  of  the  most  re- 
markable periods  of  progress  in  the  Missionary  Advance  Program  in 
the  countries  all  over  the  world.

But  advance  must  continue  throughout  the  1960's.  Approximately 

600  missionaries  are  urgently  needed  now.  New  mission  fields  should  be 
entered  as  soon  as  possible.  Many  areas  of  the  older  mission  fields, 
each  with  a  population  of  many  millions,  are  without  a  Southern  Baptist 
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missionary. 

To  every  Baptist,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature",  (Luke  16:15)  is  still  the  great  command  given  by 
our  Lord  and  Saviour.  God  does  not  choose  everyone  to  go,  but  to 
everyone  He  does  give  abundant  resources  of  health,  material  wealth, 
knowledge  of  prayer,  study  and  dedication,  to  help  the  chosen  ones  meet 
the  needs  to  discharge  their  responsibility  to  God  and  mankind. 

We  believe  the  prayers  of  9,500,000  Southern  Baptists  can  open 
doors  God  needs  opened,  because  Jesus  said,  "Pray  ye  therefore  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest." 

Southern  Baptist  now  have  missionaries  in  39  countries  with  a  total 
of  3,229  churches  and  6,116  chapels  and  mission  points,  with  4,384  Sunday 
Schools  with  an  enrollment  of  341,151  pupils. 

Mission  work  is  carried  on  through  a  varying  number  of  institu- 
tions on  each  mission  field  such  as  churches,  hospitals,  good  will  centers 
and  others. 

Our  own  Tuckaseigee  Association  is  doing  a  wonderful  work  to  ad- 
vance God's  Kingdom  work  around  the  world.  The  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  gave  $1,387.80  in  their  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering.

The  Biblical 
Recorder,  Royal  Service,  Home  Life  Magazine,  Open  Windows  and  sev- 
eral others  are  published  by  our  Baptist  Association  and  every  one  of 
these  is  very  good.

THE  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  Baptist  Student  Union  is  the  denomination's  student  program 
for  Baptist  and  non-Baptist  campuses.  The  Baptist  Student  Union  is  a 
part  of  the  total  program  of  Christian  Education  on  the  campus  of  the 
seven  Baptist  Colleges  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  also,  in  many  cases,  the 
only  source  of  Christian  Education  for  Baptist  Students  on  state-sup- 
ported and  private  campuses. 

There  are  over  forty  organized  B.  S.  U.'s  in  North  Carolina.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  Union  is  to  conserve  and  help  train  Baptist  students  in  North 
Carolina  for  effective  Christian  discipleship.  The  functions  are  to  remind 
each  student  of  his  responsibility  to  Christ,  his  church  and  his  demoni- 
nation,  and  of  his  obligations  as  a  Christian  citizen  to  the  world  in  which 
he  lives.  Not  only  do  the  Baptist  Student  Unions  remind  the  student 
of  his  responsibilities  and  objectives  in  life,  it  also  provides  inspiration, 
information  and  fellowship  which  create  the  spiritual  climate  essential 
for  Christian  growth  while  in  college.  The  Baptist  Student  Union  is  the 
vital  link  between  the  church  and  the  school. 

Many  of  the  colleges  in  North  Carolina  are  equipped  with  student 
centers  in  which  to  carry  .out  the  activities  of  the  organization.  Other 
B.  S.  U.  organizations  meet  in  the  Baptist  churches  near  the  campus  or 
in  Student  Union  Buildings.  Each  organized  B.  S.  U.  has  a  director,  a 
pastor,  faculty  member  or  some  other  capable  leader  to  guide  and  direct 
them  in  their  activities. 

The  activities  sponsored  by  the  different  B.  S.  U.'s  over  the  state 
are  varied.  There  is  usually  one  large  meeting  and  special  program 
each  week.  Other  activities  include  vesper  programs,  Bible  studies, 
youth-led  revivals,  training  meetings,  mission  studies,  prayer  meeting, 
mission  stations,  choir  rehearsals  and  singing.  The  B.  S.  U.'s  also  have 
recreation,  fellowships,  singspirations,  suppers  and  many  other  social 
get-togethers. 

Training  meetings  are  a  vital  aspect  of  the  individual  B.  S.  U.'s. 
Each  fall  the  incoming  officers  meet  to  plan  the  general  program  for 
the  coming  year.  There  are  also  State  Planning  Meetings  for  the  purpose 
of  reaching  more  campuses  with  a  beneficial  planning  and  training 
program.  Also,  each  year,  a  State  B.  S.  U.  Convention  is  held  in  North 
Carolina.  This  meeting  features  outstanding  students  from  North  Caro- 
lina and  speakers  from  all  over  the  South. 

One  of  the  most  important  activities  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Student  Union  is  the  mission  program  known  as  LISTEN — Love  Impels 
Sacrifice  Toward  Every  Need.    Students  contribute  money  toward  their 
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own  mission  program  and  in  the  summer,  two  or  three  students  are  sent 
into  the  Home  Mission  Fields. 

Another  outstanding  feature  of  the  year's  program  is  the  State 
B.  S.  U.  Choir  and  its  tour  held  each  spring.  After  having  visited  various 
churches  over  the  state,  the  Choir  concludes  its  tour  at  the  annual 
Southern  Baptist  Student  Retreat  at  Ridgecrest. 

The  Student  Night  At  Christmas  is  sponsored  by  the  State  B.  S.  U. 
for  the  purpose  of  informing  the  home  church  of  the  activities  of  the 
B.  S.  U.  on  the  campus. 

The  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  must  now  take  a  good  look  at  what 
is  to  become  of  the  student  organizations.  At  present,  there  is  a  large 
expansion  program  taking  place  in  the  provision  of  physical  facilities 
for  the  B.S.U.  The  program  needs  the  endorsement  of  every  Baptist 
in  North  Carolina  in  order  to  help  provide  adequate  facilities  and  per- 
sonnel for  the  enlistment,  training  and  conserving  of  the  future  leaders. 

With  an  outstanding  program  of  Baptist  Student  Unions  in  North 
Carolina,  the  state  could  turn  out  each  year  an  army  of  informed,  co- 
operating, dedicated  graduates  who  will  link  their  lives  to  the  church 
in  communities  wherever  they  go  after  college.  These  college-trained 
leaders  will  play  a  major  role  in  all  that  their  church  and  denomination 
do  in  evangelism,  stewarship  and  missions. 

With  so  great  a  potential  before  us  here  in  North  Carolina,  let  us 
pledge  that  we  will: 

(1)  prepare  our  young  people  for  college,  and 

(2)  Provide  the  needed  facilities  and  staff  to  meet  their  spiritual 
needs  while  in  college. 

THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF 
V  NORTH  CAROLINA,  INC. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Incorporated,  is  a 
multiple  service  agency  providing  Christian  love  and  nurture  for  more 
than  800  deserving  boys  and  girls  annually. 

The  three  homes  are:  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  with  311  children, 
Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston  with  165,  and  Odum  Home  at  Pembroke 
with  24  children. 

There  are  160  children  in  Foster  Homes  and  40  others  who  are  as- 
sisted by  Mother's  Aid.  Case  work  supervision  is  afforded  30  college 
students  annually. 

Children  attend  public  school  and  participate  in  all  school  activities. 
Opportunities  for  Christian  commitment  and  spiritual  growth  are  af- 
forded on  the  campuses,  in  the  cottages,  and  through  the  Churches. 

Relatives,  pastors,  social  service  agencies,  and  interested  friends 
make  inquires  about  admission  of  children  in  need  of  care.  When  ap- 
plications are  received,  well  trained  case  workers  make  a  thorough 
study  of  each  situation  to  determine  the  need  and  the  best  possible  plan 
of  care  for  the  child. 

The  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Children's  Homes  affords 
case  work  services  throughout  the  state.    Individuals,  families,  pastors. 
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and  Churches  are  entitled  to  this  help  upon  request. 

The  Baptist  Child  Care  Program  is  supported  through  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  31.5  per  cent,  Thanksgiving  Offerings  31.1  per  cent,  Once- 
A-Month  Offerings  21.9  per  cent.  Special  Gifts  and  Endowment  15.5 
per  cent. 

Income  for  the  past  three  years  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet 
minimum  needs.  Many  children  have  been  -denied  a  Christian  home 
whom  we  should  have  served.  An  increased  Thanksgiving  Offering 
is  imperative  this  year. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been  caring  for  homeless  and  dependent 
children  for  75  years.  Appropriate  observance  of  the  75th  Anniversary 
will  be  made  in  November.  During  these  years,  more  than  8,000  children 
have  been  afforded  life's  best  opportunities.  The  need  for  such  services 
increases  with  the  development  of  industry,  increase  in  population, 
growth  of  cities,  and  the  mounting  tensions  which  accrue  to  families 
in  an  urbanized  society. 

John  E.  Roberts  became  Editor  of  Charity  and  Children,  June  1,  1960. 
We  envision,  under  his  editorship,  this  paper  making  an  increasing  con- 
tribution to  the  total  life  of  our  Baptist  people. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  will  continue  to  love  and  serve  dependent 
children.  No  other  object  is  so  worthy  of  service  and  sacrifice.  Many 
areas  of  unmet  need  confront  us  each  day.  Your  continued  interest 
and  increasing  support  will  help  us  meet  them.

RESOLUTION  ON  "CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP" 

The  Resolutions  Committee  moved  that  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  its  May  1960 
meeting  in  Miami  Beach  be  adopted  also  as  our  own  expression.  The 
motion  carried.   The  resolution  is  as  follows: 

1.  We  hereby  reaffirm  our  faith  in  the  historic  principle  of  the 
separation  of  Church  and  State  as  expressed  in  the  Bill  of  Rights  and 
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the  constitutional  guarantee  that  a  man's  personal  faith  shall  not  be 
a  test  of  his  qualification  for  public  office. 

2.  We  reaffirm  our  conviction  that  a  man  must  be  free  to  choose 
his  own  church  and  that  his  personal  religious  faith  shall  not  be  a  test 
of  his  qualification  for  public  office.  Yet,  the  fact  remains  that  when 
and  if  a  public  official  is  inescapably  bound  by  the  dogma  and  demands 
of  his  church,  he  cannot  consistently  separate  himself  from  these.  This 
is  especially  true  when  that  church  maintains  a  position  in  open  conflict 
with  our  established  and  constituted  American  pattern  of  life  as  specif- 
ically related  to  religious  liberty,  separation  of  Church  and  State,  the 
freedom  of  conscience  in  matters  related  to  marriage  and  the  family, 
the  perpetuation  of  free  public  schools  and  the  prohibition  against  use 
of  public  monies  for  sectarian  purposes. 

3.  Therefore,  the  implications  of  a  candidate's  affiliations,  including 
his  church,  are  of  concern  to  the  voters  in  every  election.  In  all  cases 
a  public  official  should  be  free  from  sectarian  pressures  that  he  may 
make  independent  decisions  consistent  with  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  all  citizens. 

4.  We  remind  every  member  of  every  church  of  his  obligation  to 
pray  for  public  officials,  to  participate  in  the  full  democratic  process, 
including  the  voting,  and  to  seek  divine  leadership  in  the  selection  of 
those  men  who  guide  the  destiny  of  our  land  in  such  a  time  as  this. 
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
